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A personal history of the BBS 


In 1982 I bought my first computer: a Radio Shack TRS Model 80 that ran “Pickles 
and Trout” CP/M. As a college senior, I bought it for word processing, so also 
acquired a copy of WordStar, the industry standard at that time. There was no 
color, except for monotonous green text. I had one game called P Man, where you 
guided a little letter P up ladders and down chutes avoiding rolling Os. I was a 
true novice, thrilled by just the concept of a home computer. My handy electric 
Smith Corona typewriter, which had seen me through five years of school, took its 
place in the back of my closet. I think I eventually sold it for fifteen dollars at a 
garage sale. 

In January of 1983, my friend and roommate Dave Tieman, changed my life. 
Dave was the first real computer geek I ever met. He started computing back in 
1981 on a Radio Shack color computer, and had taught himself BASIC program- 
ming. In 1982 he upgraded the memory on his computer from 8K to 16K by resol- 
dering the memory chips to his motherboard. He was a computer god. Dave 
eventually took a job working for one of the first computer stores in town, which I 
think he did primarily to feed his hungry computer hobby with the necessary 
software and hardware it always seemed to crave. Dave was also moving on to 
his second modem—a 300-baud auto-answer screamer—and thereby freed up his 
old 300-baud manual answer, which he loaned me. Along with a borrowed copy 
of CrossTalk for CP/M, I took my first baby-step into the online world. 

My first destination was a BBS called 8N1, named after the communications 
parameters required to connect to it. It was a storehouse of CP/M programs that 
anyone could download and run on their own computer. That’s where I found P 
Man, which consumed hundreds of hours of my free time over the next year. I 
also found a rare listing of other local BBSs I could call. After visiting them all, I 
settled down in on a magical place called The Abyss. Unlike the other exceedingly 
plain BBSs I had visited, this one had some flair. The sysop was known only as 
Lolth, Spider Goddess, and was accompanied by her ever-devoted servant, 
Shadow. As an avid Dungeons and Dragons player at the time (this is what I did 
with all my free time not spent on the computer), this place felt comfortable. The 
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main focus of the BBS was online discussion, which occurred in a dozen or so con- 
ferences on topics ranging from computers to politics. This wasn’t real-time—you 
read the messages and replied to those you found compelling, which would be 
read by the next logger. 

The Abyss had one phone line—first come, first served. It was, of course, a free 
system, as were all BBSs at the time. The more you participated, the more time the 
sysop allotted you. Access was purely at the discretion of the Spider Goddess, 
whom you certainly did not want to piss off. She moderated the forums with a 
steady yet stern hand, keeping the discussion from reverting to a ranting tirade of 
name calling and profanity, which for some reason always seemed to be the 
course of an unmoderated online discussion. She was a supremely reasonable 
goddess, whose words were always well chosen. She was a respected deity, not 
prone to the megalomania which affected mere mortal sysops of other BBSs. Even 
when reprimanding unruly callers, she never did it on their level, and never 
made them feel unwelcome. If you just kept your conversations on topic, and 
respected the other callers, you would not have to worry about your place on the 
Abyss. 

It was on the Abyss that I developed my first online persona. I was Sir Atreus, a 
name chosen from my favorite Dungeons and Dragons character. Sir Atreus was a 
bold knight, quick to take on any challenge, yet always respectful of his friends 
and adversaries alike. I was quick to defend the honor of others whom I felt were 
treated shabbily, and I was always ready and able to attack anyone saying an 
unkind word about the Spider Goddess. I envisioned that perhaps one day, I too 
could become a devoted servant of the Realm, like Shadow, and take my place 
alongside Lolth. 

Visiting the Abyss was a daily ritual, often taking hours of redialing to get in on 
that single phone line. It was not uncommon to find me online at 2 or 3 A.M., furi- 
ously typing out replies to that day’s discussions, pointing out falsities in logic, 
describing new options, and proving my point. We had the answers to all the 
world’s problems. We knew the directions the computer industry would take 
over the next ten years. We could take on any personal dilemma with insightful 
advice. We understood all the intricacies of international politics and knew what 
actions needed to be taken. We were college students with computers and 
modems, and we knew everything. 

In retrospect, this first experience with the online world shaped my life. By 
summer of 1982 I dropped out of law school after only two semesters to pursue a 
career in computers. School was simply taking too much time away from my new 
interest, which I even knew back then was more than a mere hobby. The BBS was 
the center of my social being and the computer was an extension of my mind. 
Eventually I got a job working at the same computer store as my friend Dave. 
Over time, the world of Gary Killdall and CP/M was replaced by the world of Bill 
Gates and MS-DOS. My 300-baud modem became a 1200-baud modem, and then

a 2400-baud modem. Before long, I was a bona fide expert in an industry where 
nobody seemed to know a whole lot about anything. 

Sometime around 1986, the Abyss faded into obscurity. The Spider Goddess, 
who turned out to be a very young and extraordinarily shy and quiet preteen, had 
better things to do, such as graduate high school. Shadow, the faithful servant, 
was in fact her older brother, and left to take some high-tech job in another state. 
At the time I saw this as an end to an era, and even speculated that BBSs would be 
sucked down into a real abyss by the up-and-coming national services, like Com- 
puServe. For a short time I was even a member of CompuServe, but it never gave 
me the same sense of place that I felt on the Abyss. And there were no Spider God- 
desses or soft-spoken moderators. If you messed up on CompuServe, you were 
unceremoniously booted offline. I became a wanderer. We all became ex-Abyss 
wanderers searching desperately for a new home in the online world. We tried 
every new BBS that opened up, we mourned the BBSs that closed down. 

During Christmas of 1986, Dave and I decided to get together and buy our 
mutual friend, dungeon master, and ex-Abysser, Paul Martin, a special Christmas 
gift. Paul started like the rest of us, tinkering and playing around with early home 
computers, and had something we lacked—a spare computer. It was an Atari 
1040ST that Paul had bought a year earlier to play some great games. Well, Dave 
and I splurged and bought a $25 BBS program for it. In January of 1987, Paul, 
Dave, and myself started the Dragon Keep BBS with a single 300-baud modem 
and a 720K floppy drive. Paul became The Dragon, and Dave and I became his 
ever-devoted servants Loric and Cerebus. We designed the BBS around what we 
had learned from the Abyss—do it with flair, treat members with respect, and cre- 
ate a real place people can call home. And many people did. 

Over the next nine years Dragon Keep grew and matured much like the online 
world itself. In 1989 we shifted platforms to a DOS-based PC, and our BBS soft- 
ware to MajorBBS by Galacticomm. We spent almost six months redesigning the 
BBS to look and feel like the Atari-based BBS. After all, this was the home for sev- 
eral hundred other modemers, and we didn’t want to upset our online family. We 
chose this new platform because it allowed us to have more than one phone line, 
and therefore would eliminate much of the 3 AM redial sessions we all had to 
endure. It also allowed us to have live chat, so instead of writing messages back 
and forth over time, we could talk in real-time. But I think what really sold us on 
the idea was a game called Galactic Empire where upwards of sixteen players 
could fly though a fantasy universe in customizable space ships and blow each 
other up—real-time. 

We had no idea at the time how going multiline would alter this online com- 
munity, and it did change the face of BBSing for us and everyone else for ever- 
more. In the old Abyss days, visiting the BBS was a solitary activity. You read 
messages at your pace, and replied in the quietude of your home computer. 
Although you knew others were members of the same community, once you were 
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online, you were by yourself. The very nature of a multiline BBS changes the ethe- 
real quality and atmosphere of the place. Now when you visited, the first order of 
business is to see who else was online too. The pace was fast and furious. Games 
that were played turn-by-turn over weeks and months, were replaced with real- 
time, heart-pounding, life-and-death episodes where decisions had to be made in 
seconds. Discussions could be started in live chat and completed in the same 
login. 

When BBSs started going multiline, they went from having a small-town, slow- 
paced atmosphere to a more dynamic and interactive cyber-city. We also soon dis- 
covered that the more lines, the better the interaction. The feel of the community 
used to change daily, but once the additional lines went in the feel changed 
hourly. Eventually we grew to 40 phone lines, and over 4,000 members. By late 
1994 we had received more than one million calls. This hobby was clearly getting 
out of hand, but regardless of how large our community grew, or how much bet- 
ter our features and software became, the BBS was still a place you could call 
home. 

When the Internet became available to me in mid 1994, I felt a revolution was 
in the making. When I finally ventured out on the World Wide Web, my first reac- 
tion was that it felt like a highway full of bill boards. Lots of pretty pictures to 
look at but no place to pull over. There was no resting place on the Web. I also felt 
like I did when I called my first BBS. I was there, but where was everyone else? A 
Web site is basically an online publication and the user’s only interaction is with 
the author of the site. Outside of reading someone’s guest book, or noticing a 
site’s hit counter, you’d have no idea that anyone else had ever been there. Web 
sites only half-heartedly wanted my input, which would be solely for the eyes of 
the Webmaster. These were relatively static places. I’d also estimate that at least 
half of all Web sites are merely lists of links to other Web sites. I suppose you 
could say that after spending a decade online, I was not immediately impressed 
by what the Internet had to offer. 

The power of the Internet, and its relationship to the BBS world, is the power of 
communications. In addition to the basic Web browser, Internet users have an 
array of tools that can be used to take advantage of the connectivity that comes 
along with the superhighway. One of these tools is called telnet, and with it, users 
can connect to Internet-connected BBSs around the world. For the most part, the 
Internet-connected BBS is still just a BBS—a place designed to encourage human 
interaction. It is surprising how little the basic concept has changed. There is a 
steady and slow migration of BBSs to the Web, and with that migration, the Web 
will, in fact, become an interactive environment. The move is simply because 
more people have access to the Web than any other part of the Internet, and BBS 
sysops are abundantly aware of that fact. With that move, I believe the Web will 
be greatly enriched and changed for all time. 

The technology of the BBS has changed dramatically. Message conferences 
have grown from a dozen or so local topics, to thousands of inter-networked 
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conferences with hundreds of thousands of participants. Back in 1982, twenty 
megabytes of files was an impressive collection. In 1996 there is a BBS with an 
amazing 175 CDs online (each with 600 megabytes of files). Multiuser chat has 
blossomed from a dozen local BBSers to thousands of Internet-connected chatters. 
And games...well, I would not have thought that P Man could have evolved so 
quickly to the virtual reality world of multiplayer Doom in only fourteen years. 

Over the years BBSs have come a long way, yet remain true to the spirit of the 
information age. As the Internet’s only real interactive communities, BBSs are 
there to remind everyone that the power of the Internet is people, not technology. 
No matter how far you may travel on the I’way, you'll always come home to your 
BBS. In some respects, I miss the simplicity of my old Abyss, but I would not go 
back even if I could. This new world has some real possibilities. 
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What is this book about? 


This book is about Internet BBSs, but before I explain the world of the Internet 
and the less-easily-defined BBS, let me begin with a short, and personal, historical 
perspective. How this book came to be is a direct result of circumstance and fate 
and what it is about is founded in its creation. 

In early 1994 a quiet electronic revolution began. BBSs that were generally only 
accessible through local phone dial-up began to connect to the Internet. This feat 
was primarily accomplished by advances in software technology and inspired by 
plummeting Internet connection costs. Suddenly it was not only technically feasi- 
ble to connect a BBS to the Internet but it was economically practical as well. Some 
BBSs had been on the Internet for years before this time but they were nothing 
like the kinds of systems now embarking on this journey. These were systems that 
offered everything, not just a forum for public discussion. I call them real BBSs, and 
I expect I'll get a lot of flack for this definition. 

My partner Paul Martin and I started our BBS in 1987. In the summer of 1994, 
we hooked it up to the Internet. At the time this was not an easy decision to make. 
Only four other BBSs had actually done it. We barely knew what the Internet was, 
much less how to connect our BBS to it. After months of research, dozens of long 
distance phone calls to Internet providers, and thousands of dollars in software 
and hardware, we were finally ready to get online. Our primary goal was to 
expand our little BBS community to a worldwide audience. Our secondary goal 
was to offer inexpensive Internet access to our local dialing area. We believed that, 
once we got hooked-up, everyone would magically find us out there in Internet- 
land. Like I said earlier, we didn’t know much about the Internet. 

When the moment came that we actually connected to the Internet, we 
expected to see our telnet channels (Internet connections) light up with eager new 
signups. After all, when we first went multiline five years earlier, our fourteen 
modems lit up like the proverbial Christmas tree. So we sat, patiently watching 
our twenty-four Internet-accessible telnet lines for some kind of activity. Nothing. 
We tested them to make sure they were working. We called friends in other states 
to try it out as well. They were working, but no one was calling. Didn’t anyone

realize our amazing accomplishment? Didn’t anyone realize that this was costing 
us over $1,000 a month? It slowly dawned on us that nobody knew we were here. 

Operation Spread the Word began in earnest. First, we sent press releases to 
every newspaper, magazine, television, and radio station we could think of. Why 
the New York Times would care about a Gainesville, Florida BBS hooking up to the 
Internet didn’t matter—we were getting the word out, damn it, and at least we 
were quite impressed with what we had done. The local TV station and newspa- 
per ran nice stories, and a few locals started calling us to use the Internet, but still 
no one was coming in from the Internet. 

It eventually occurred to us that we needed to get the word out on the Internet 
itself. We wrote BBS ads and plastered them everywhere we could find. (We now 
know this was a breach of Internet etiquette called spamming, which I'll explain 
later in the book). We received our share of flames (nasty messages from Internet 
users, that I'll also explain later). Finally, a few people wandered online from the 
Internet but it was nothing like what we expected. Weren’t there supposed to be 
50 million worldwide Internet users? We expected a reasonable number of Inter- 
net callers, perhaps in the neighborhood of 50,000 (after all, that’s only 0.1%) but 
less than 100 was...well...it was unfathomable! 

This entire experience was our first real Internet lesson. In a cyberspace world 
filled with literally millions of destinations and millions of travelers, you are prac- 
tically invisible unless you show up on a common road map. Imagine trying to 
find a small town in Florida without having any idea where in Florida it is and 
not finding it listed on any map. Even worse, imagine that you don’t even know 
what state or even what country the small town is located in. This was our prob- 
lem, and our solution eventually lead to the writing of this book. 

Internet road maps come in two varieties: those that are available through the 
Internet, and those that are written with old-fashioned paper and ink. Our first 
search was for those road maps on the Internet itself. We found several excellent 
resource guides, and even a couple of lists dedicated to BBSs. We immediately 
submitted our BBS listing to these long-revered oracles of Internet knowledge. 
After waiting a couple of months we found our requests rejected. Was there no 
place left on the Internet road map for our friendly online community? We’d paid 
our dues, done the research, and got hooked up. Didn’t the Internet need interest- 
ing and exciting new destinations? The answer was yes...and no. We were in the 
middle of a full-fledged controversy, brought upon by an interesting transition 
period occurring on the Internet at the very moment we happened to get online. 
As Internet newbies, we had no idea what was going on. 

Anyone who has ever picked up an Introduction to the Internet book, or even 
read a newspaper article about the Internet, is reminded that the whole thing 
began as a government project; specifically as a Defense Department project, but 
eventually it grew into a global network of educational institutions. In the United 
States, college and university Internet access was heavily subsidized by the 
National Science Foundation (NSF). All of that changed a couple of years ago 
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when the government decided to give up the Internet business. The key word 
here is Business, with a capital B. Internet access is now run and controlled by 
independent corporations. The last of the NSF subsidies will vanish in 1996, and 
even universities will have to pay for their Internet access. With this bit of back- 
ground, let me continue my tale. 

Little did we know, but everyone wasn’t as impressed with BBSs emergence 
onto the Internet as we were. In fact, to the Internet world at the time, BBSs were 
generally seen as student-run discussion areas housed and supported by univer- 
sity computer systems, offering free services to the public. The public at that time 
consisted mostly of other students, academics, and government employees. Our 
pay-based, full-service BBS represented an example of a growing tide of rampant 
commercialization of the Internet. It didn’t matter that we didn’t take salaries or 
any profits from the BBS, nor did it matter that we only charged 50 cents an hour. 
All that mattered was that we were a business in the eyes of the Internet world. 
Our biggest and only mistake was that we didn’t run our system on taxpayer dol- 
lars. 

The fact of the matter is that there are very few free, privately owned BBSs in 
the world that are also attached to the Internet. The Internet phone bill of $500- 
$5000 a month is probably a good reason for this statistic. If the Internet BBS 
doesn’t charge for usage, then it usually means that the BBS is doing some other 
kind of money-making business on the side (for example, software-support 
BBSs). However, it appeared that every Internet resource list and every Internet 
BBS list included only these free, government-sponsored BBSs. To make matters 
worse, these systems weren't what we considered BBSs at all. To us, BBSs were 
systems that ran on personal computers, were started by individual enthusiasts, 
and offered a little bit of everything. These other systems were run on multimil- 
lion dollar university mainframes, and offered very few of the services used by 
the general public, assuming they were even allowed access. 

About this same time another revolution occurred. The privatization of the 
Internet opened a floodgate of new and competing Internet service providers 
(ISPs). Even the major online services, such as CompuServe and America Online, 
were offering inexpensive Internet access. Everyone now had, or would shortly 
have, affordable Internet access. These Internet novices (or newbies) were also reg- 
ular people, not just college students and researchers. These were our kind of peo- 
ple, the kind we had been serving for over eight years, those looking for a new 
game to download or some friendly online companionship. The need for good 
road maps was now becoming urgent, and the old Internet oracles were simply 
not prepared to create them. 

In November 1994, I released the first edition of the “Guide to Select BBSs on 
Internet” (the SBI list). It included a very modest 35 real Internet BBSs. The very 
next month the list was published in West Coast Online Magazine, a regional Cali- 
fornia high-tech newspaper, which only goes to prove that the West Coast is, 
indeed, just a bit ahead of everyone else. We made the list available through all 
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the Internet channels—Usenet, FTP, email, and, of course, the World Wide Web. 
Internet BBSs finally had their very own road map. 

Over the next year, the SBI list grew to over 400 Internet BBSs and had been 
accessed and read by an estimated 500,000 online computer users. The list of BBSs 
and telnet addresses was also printed in national publications, such as Boardwatch 
Magazine and BBS Magazine. 

So what is this book about? This book is a coieunckien of that road map first 
created in 1994. It is designed to get the word out about some of most exciting and 
most interesting destinations on the Internet. Internet BBSs are not simply com- 
puter services on the Internet, and they are far more than the unorganized collec- 
tions of pictures and data we call the Web (even though some BBSs are, in fact, 
moving to the Web—but you'll have to read Chapter 3 to see how they are pulling 
off this feat). Internet BBSs are the most genuine cyber-communities the Internet 
has to offer. These are not merely places for spectators—BBSs are interactive, live, 
and dynamic communities shaped as much by their users as by their creators. 
This book will explain to the novice user how to get connected to these cyber- 
communities, and how to get along with their fellow inhabitants. For the experi- 
enced user, this book will serve as a vivid travelogue of the best the Net has to 
offer. So get your modem warmed up and hold on tight, ‘cause there are no speed 
limits on this highway. 


How to use this book 


This book contains five chapters. Chapter 1 offers a general overview of the Inter- 
net and BBSs for the newcomer. Chapter 2 explains how to connect to Internet 
BBSs, including how to setup your Web browser to use telnet. Chapter 3 offers a 
more detailed description of what kind of services and features you can expect to 
find on Internet BBSs. For the impatient Internetter, Chapter 4 is a quick-start 
guide designed to get you online and experiencing Internet BBSs right away. 
Finally, Chapter 5 takes you on a guided tour of over over 450 Internet BBSs. Sev- 
eral appendices are also included which give the Internet addresses to virtually 
every Internet BBS in the world (or at least those in existence at the time of this 
writing), including an area index to help you find an Internet BBS local to you. 


Submitting and updating BBS entries 
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If you are the sysop of an Internet-connected BBS, you are encouraged to submit 
your information for possible inclusion in future revisions of this book, as well as 
entry into the Internet BBS List Web site. The easiest method (and the one preferred 
by the author) is directly through the Web at http://www.dkeep.com/sbi.htm. 
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CHAPTER 1: THE INTERNET BBS 


An obligatory definition 


Everyone writing about the Internet starts off with a definition of what it is. As if 
by providing the definition people will gain a 30-second-sound-byte understand- 
ing or instant insight into what is a vast parallel universe. I believe this is a reflec- 
tion of just how new the Internet is to most people. Eventually the Internet will be 
as common as television. I would imagine that when television was first invented, 
people writing about it also had to explain what a TV was and how it worked. Of 
course, now that everyone is familiar with TV, it would be unusual to see some- 
one talking about game shows starting off with a detailed explanation of the tech- 
nology behind the TV set. In that vein, I will not go into a detailed technical 
explanation of what the Internet really is because only those people involved on 
the technical side of the Internet really care. (I'll be the first to admit that I don’t 
really understand how television works, but that doesn’t stop me from watching it.) 

Simply put, the Internet is a worldwide communications network, similar in 
many ways to the phone system. When you place a call in New York to a friend in 
Australia, your voice-data connection is routed through dozens of computerized 
relays and switches and eventually your friend answers the phone G'day. Do you 
really care how you got connected? Of course not. What you care about is how 
much is this going to cost, and how come there’s so much static on the line? All 
you needed to know to place the call was the phone number and the basic under- 
standing of how to dial a telephone. Eventually, the Internet will be as easy to use 
as a telephone, but until that time, people will have to depend on technical guides 
(such as this book). 

The phrase information super highway (a phrase I rather liked the first hundred 
times I heard it) is a very good description of its current state of operation. To get 
on the highway you need to find an on-ramp, and to actually arrive somewhere 
you need to find an off-ramp. Just like a real highway, you sometimes have to seek 
these ramps out. On-ramps to the Internet are called Internet service providers (or 
ISPs). They allow you to use your computer, phone, and modem to call the ISP’s 
computer, which in turn is connected to the Internet. Once you get on the Internet, 
your final destination, let’s say ExecPC BBS in Wisconsin to download that new 
game you've looked everywhere for, becomes your off-ramp. Off-ramps are called 
Internet content providers (or ICPs) since they actually provide more than mere 
communications services. In the phone analogy, your Australian friend is the ICP 
and your phone company is the ISP. Unlike the phone company, however, ISPs 
can also be ICPs, and vice versa. (Are you confused yet?) Most Internet BBSs, for 
example, provide local BBS callers access to the Internet (making them ISPs), even 
though a BBS is essentially an ICP. 
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The real cyberspace 


Describing the Internet, or the general online world for that matter, in terms of 
networks, computers, modems, ISPs, and ICPs is like describing the works of 
Shakespeare as leather-bound collections of treated wood pulp covered in inked 
symbolic cryptograms. The online world is far more than the sum of its cybernetic 
parts. It’s a real place. 

What was once the domain of hackers, geeks, and an odd assortment of other 
computer enthusiasts is now a mainstream and perhaps common gathering place 
for ordinary people throughout the world. This place is also called cyberspace or 
the Net, though I think even more descriptive phrases are yet to be created. To 
those who venture these electronic roads it is a place as real as the local tavern or 
the neighborhood grocery store. It is all of those places we see every day and far 
more: a realm defined by the imagination of its creators that need not be con- 
strained by the laws of the physical world. It is a vast Interbahn where the speed 
of travel is so instantaneous that distance is not even measured or considered—all 
places are virtually equidistant. Scattered throughout this landscape are shopping 
malls and department stores, libraries and universities, galleries and museums. 
There are also parks and play grounds, video arcades and carnivals, bars and pri- 
vate clubs. Everything and anything that exists in our physical world has a replica 
in cyberspace, and every place, from the largest government metroplex to the 
seediest back-alley strip joint, is right next door. 


BBSs and the Internet 


People venture onto the information highways seeking companionship, informa- 
tion, entertainment, and most of all, a place to call their own. Some of these places 
are called bulletin board systems (BBSs). Long before anyone had ever heard of 
the Internet, the computer BBS dominated the online world. A BBS can range 
from a home computer and modem running a freeware BBS program, to an office 
crammed with hundreds of personal computers linked together on a network 
running customized software. BBS operators, called sysops, range from eleven- 
year-old school kids to 70-year-old entrepreneurs. BBSs represent such a diverse 
range of subjects, technologies, and purposes, it is difficult to define them as one 
thing. A BBS is better defined as a class of online service, usually run by an indi- 
vidual (although many have entire paid staffs), and sometimes catering to a spe- 
cific interest area (even though most are general interest). Most BBSs are run on a 
single personal computer (PC), and most offer some or all of the following ser- 
vices: 
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¢ Local electronic mail (email) between users on the BBS. 


¢ Remote email between users on other BBSs, or other networks, and may include 
Internet email. 


¢ Public and private bulletin boards, where users have ongoing discussions about 
a wide range of topics. These are usually organized by subject matter, and may 
be tied into networks beyond the local BBS (such as Internet newsgroups or 
Fidonet conferences). 


e Libraries of shareware and public domain files available for download to the 
users’ home PCs. 


¢ Real-time chat, where users can talk to other users. Sometimes this service is 
linked into a network of remote systems that allow users to interact between 
multiple BBSs or other systems (such as Worldlink or Internet Relay Chat). 


¢ Multiplayer games, often featuring real-time interaction with both computer 
and human opponents. 


Starting back around 1980 with only a few dozen, BBSs have grown in number 
to over 75,000 worldwide. According to Phil Becker, a leading BBS software 
author, total BBS users outnumber all major online services combined—about 50 
million users worldwide. At a recent ONE BBSCON convention, nearly 10,000 
BBS operators gathered from around the globe, representing over 100,000 individ- 
ual phone lines, servicing over 5 million users. 


BBSs are the Internet's virtual communities 


A phrase I often hear bandied about by online experts and any one of the dozen 
or so trendy online magazines is global village. But can anyone really define a vil- 
lage as global? The reality is that the online world is divided and subdivided 
much like the world we see every day. Just like the real world (the offline world), 
everyone online doesn’t live in the same place, even though getting from one 
place to another on the Interbahn is amazingly simple. The online landscape is a 
tapestry of virtual cities, towns, and villages. I guess it’s just a fact of being 
human, but people tend to gather and interact in relatively small groups. When I 
started my own BBS we had a single phone line and about 200 members. We were 
a very small village indeed. As we added lines our numbers swelled to over 5,000. 
One of the social dynamics of our growth was that we simply became too big to 
be comfortable for some members, while others preferred the diversity of the 
larger group. If some people thought 5,000 was too big to be cozy, I would image 
that far more are even less impressed by America Online’s claim of three million 
members of what can only be called a true online city. In the virtual world, BBSs 
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exist for the same reason we have thousands of smaller communities in the offline 
world—people hate crowds. The concept of a global community comes from the 
fact that the Internet is like a vast, global interstate highway system, but forgets 
that, even though we have the ability to travel from one city to another, we still 
have the human need to carve out one small place to call home. 

BBSs range from small villages to medium sized cities, while most are what | 
would call towns. A town usually has a variety of meeting places within its bor- 
ders, but still tends to be small enough for everyone to know each other by name. 
Just like an offline town, BBSs have special events designed to give members a 
sense of unity and community. Whether a BBS’s townsfolk are joined by proxim- 
ity or common interests, it is the interaction between them that creates the com- 
munity and not the features and functions of the computer system that merely 
facilitates their congregation. The buildings, roads, post offices, and shopping 
malls are there as necessities for living and gathering, but just as social interaction 
is the heartbeat of a town, social interaction makes so many BBSs special places to 
the people who proudly call themselves its members. 

The fact remains that without BBSs on the Internet, there would be no true 
Internet communities at all. The major online services are simply too big and 
costly for many computer users, and the much touted World Wide Web, in its 
present form, is simply noninteractive. Since I mentioned the Web, it’s interesting 
to note that many BBSs are making efforts to use the Web as an interactive 
medium, and those Web sites I have seen that are becoming interactive environ- 
ments have come from existing BBSs. I believe that by late 1996, there will be a 
significant number of interactive, Web-based BBSs (or BBSs with some kind of 
Web interface beyond an ad page for the real BBS). 


BBSs join the Internet 


Starting in the summer of 1994, BBSs began hooking up to the Internet. Originally, 
BBSs were strictly thought of as dial-up online services, and this meant that 
unless users were willing to pay enormous long-distance phone charges they gen- 
erally only called their local BBSs. All of this changed that summer, and scarcely 
anyone noticed. Formerly local or regional BBSs were suddenly accessible interna- 
tionally. Anyone with Internet access could use a telnet client to log in to an Inter- 
net-attached BBS, and avoid long-distance telephone charges entirely. Even 
expensive Internet providers charging $1 to $2 an hour were a bargain compared 
to the average $6 an hour long-distance charge. The BBS sysop could now com- 
pete head-to-head with America Online, Prodigy, and CompuServe, offering 
wide-ranging services at a fraction of the cost of the big guys. As Internet access 
has become increasingly widespread, the popularity and incidence of BBSs on the 
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Internet has grown dramatically. Internet BBSs offer the best alternative to the 
major online service, both in cost and fulfillment of users’ needs. Although many 
BBSs are now internationally accessible, they continue to offer a far more intimate 
community and duplicate most of the features found in the largest major online 
services. Users on a BBS, whether Internet accessible or not, develop a true sense 
of place or atmosphere, and an individual is far more likely to find a fellow trav- 
eler with similar interests on a BBS. 

Another significant result of the BBS Internet migration is the move from being 
primarily a provider of local online services to becoming an actual ISP. Almost 
40% of all known ISPs in the United States were originally local online services 
providers (i.e., BBSs). Of the Internet BBSs listed in this book, approximately 90% 
also provide some level of Internet access for their local communities. Particularly 
noteworthy is that BBSs usually provide the most cost-effective Internet access in the 
area. In addition to acquiring on-ramps, the user is also treated to the many ser- 
vices offered by the BBS itself. How wonderful for the Internet BBS user, after 
spending many hours roaming the cold vastness of cyberspace, to kick back and 
relax for an evening of pleasant conversation on a local BBS. 


A look ahead 


Predicting the future of cyberspace is a task attempted by writers every day, and 
in retrospect, is not usually very accurate. Predictions always seem to be dictated 
more by the background and interests of the predictor, than actual objective real- 
ity. Regardless, predictions about the future of the online world, the Internet, and 
BBSs are all subject to the imaginations of individuals as yet unknown. Who, back 
in 1980, could have predicted that a young Bill Gates would change the world as 
we know it. What I’m getting at is that whatever I predict, or John Dvorak pre- 
dicts, or Bill Gates predicts, or your next-door-neighbor-computer-geek predicts is 
probably not what will be, but more likely what they would like it to be, or what 
they are afraid it will become. 

I would prefer instead to make several observations from the perspective of 
simple human nature and not the vast unknown reaches of technical science fic- 
tion. Technology will continue to advance as it has always, and the online world 
will become faster, larger, easier, and, well, a lot more like TV. 

First, let’s consider the Web. Not a day goes by when someone doesn’t write 
that the Web will soon take over all online services. BBSs will soon die out and the 
major online services will become mere ISPs. I say “Rubbish!” and I say it without 
hesitation. The Web is like an endless magazine with constantly changing page 
references and information. It can be very valuable (though it rarely is), and it is 
undoubtedly very interesting (at least for awhile). In general, however, the Web is 
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not a suitable platform for people to interact with each other. When you are using 
the Web you are interacting with the author of the page you happen to be view- 
ing, and your interaction is generally limited to reading and viewing what the 
author has to say. It’s a lot like reading this book. When, and if, the Web advances 
to the point where it can provide real-time interaction between users, when it 
actually becomes an online community, then the Web site will have actually 
become a BBS. BBS sysops should always remember that the technological plat- 
form for their community is in constant flux. Their online community is not the 
collection of software and hardware components that allow the computer system 
to run—it is the people and the interaction between them that creates their world, 
and the essential reason why BBSs will always remain a valuable segment of the 
online world. 

The second most common fallacy I hear about the future is that the major 
online services will take over the BBS world. Again, BBSs will die out, and every- 
one will become a part of these larger online cities. This would defy human nature 
as we know it. Everyone cannot and will not live in the same city, or for that mat- 
ter, a dozen cities. People tend to congregate in smaller groups that they can call 
communities. The larger online services, like all large municipalities, tend to be 
impersonal and somewhat generic. Even though they themselves are attempting 
to divide into smaller groups, they lack the coziness and warmth of the BBS. 

Realities of the online world also support this conclusion. Over 70% of major 
online service members are also members of at least one BBS. For every member of 
a major online service, there are at least three members of a BBS. Although there 
has been a meteoric rise in the number of major online service users, there has 
been a comparable rise in BBS membership. 

BBSs are thriving like never before, and I predict will continue to thrive (in 
whatever form) well into the next century. 
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Making the right connection 


For most Internet BBSs, there are two ways to get online: either you call directly 
by phone, or you access the BBS through the Internet. In this chapter we'll exam- 
ine a variety of ways to use the Internet to connect to a BSS, including telnet and 
the World Wide Web, and what to do once you get connected. 


Dial-up access 
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If the BBS is in your local dialing area, you can simply dial it up using ordinary 
communications software such as QmodemPro, PcPlus, or Telix. For local BBSs, 
this method is undoubtedly the easiest and least expensive. You can also dial up 
BBSs that are not local to you, but you'll usually end up with an expensive long- 
distance phone bill.

Some BBSs offer special local-access phone numbers that charge considerably 
less than regular long-distance services, but usually a bit more than direct Internet 
access. These BBSs use public or private data networks, which act like private 
long-distance services. Charges for this kind of access range between $2 and $4 
per hour (compared to the average long-distance charge of about $6 per hour). 
Since this type of access is specific to the BBS, local access phone numbers and 
procedures are available on the BBS itself. Where possible, voice numbers have 
been provided in the Internet BBS listing in the last chapter of this book for addi- 
tional information about this type of service. A good example would be Concen- 
tric Research Corporation’s BBS Direct program, which provides local dial-up 
numbers in most major American cities that will get you connected to dozens of 
BBSs around the world. 
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Using telnet to access Internet BBSs 


By far, the easiest and least expensive method for accessing long-distance Internet 
BBSs is using a special program called telnet. Telnet allows you to use the Internet 
to call a remote system through the Internet itself. All Internet BBSs have an 
address, and telnet uses this address much like a regular phone number to locate 
and log in to the BBS wherever it happens to be in the world. Unlike a regular 
phone number, however, all Internet addresses are local calls, and there are no 
long-distance charges. Once you have access to the Internet, logging into a system 
in Spain costs no more than logging in to a system in New York, regardless of 
your actual location. As you can see, the Internet acts like a super long-distance 
carrier for Internet BBSs, saving you from the high cost of out-of-state and inter- 
national toll calls.

Using telnet to access an Internet BBS 
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By now you probably are beginning to understand why so many BBSs are 
rushing to hook up to the Internet. Once connected, the BBS becomes a local call 
to any of the approximate 25 million Internet users in the United States, and 100 
million international Internet users worldwide. As of the writing of this book, 
there are over 500 Internet accessible BBSs to choose from, with over 20 being 
added every month. 

Once you’re set up with an Internet Service Provider (ISP, see Appendix A), 
you're almost ready to get online with an Internet BBS. Regardless of the kind of 
Internet connection you use, SLIP, PPP, shell, or integrated access, telnet will be 
your primary mode of transportation. If you are like most Internet users, you'll 
use SLIP or PPP and telnet, which I'll explain first. 


SLIP/PPP and telnet 
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Just having a SLIP or PPP connection doesn’t get you on the net—you'll need soft- 
ware. SLIP and PPP connections use special client software. Internet software pro- 
grams are called clients because they are used to connect to servers on the 
Internet, but do most of the work on your own PC. About 75% of all SLIP and PPP 
users use Netscape Navigator as the primary client to access the Internet. While 
Navigator will let you access the Web, it does not include a telnet client. The Inter- 
net BBS Starter Kit diskette included with this book includes a shareware copy of 
Netterm, an excellent Winsock-compatible telnet client. The main requirement is 
that your system runs Windows 3.1 or higher, or Windows "95. (Telnet clients are 
also available for the Apple Macintosh and OS/2, though they are not included 
on the diskette.) Some ISPs include software with their Internet services, and 
you'll want to check with them to see if they include a telnet client or have one 
they can provide for you. Many of the newer Internet browsers you can buy off- 
the-shelf include telnet as a basic part of the package. Cyberjack (by Delrina), Net- 
Cruiser (by Netcom), Chameleon (by Spry), The Internet Explorer (Microsoft), 
and Hyperterminal (included with Windows ’95), are all good examples. If your 
Web browser doesn’t include a telnet client, don’t worry, you can always add it to 
your system. 

Most telnet clients use Trumpet Winsock as their Windows driver. This is the 
same driver used by Navigator, so chances are you already are running it on your 
system—you just may not know it. Winsock allows Windows to talk TCP/IP, the 
communications language used most commonly used on the Internet. Winsock is 
also the program that actually dials up your ISP and starts your SLIP or PPP data 
connection. 
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Configuring Winsock 


If you are already using Navigator or some other Internet client, Winsock is prob- 
ably already configured for use with your ISP. If not, setting up Winsock only 
takes a few minutes. 

You'll need to supply Winsock with some information specific for your ISP. 
There is a shareware version of Winsock provided on the Internet BBS Starter Kit 
Diskette included with this book.

Using a telnet client directly 
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Using a telnet client directly is akin to using a communications program to dial up 
a BBS. The only difference is that you use TCP/IP through the Internet to connect 
instead of a direct dial-up. 

If you installed your telnet client into the same directory as Winsock, or if you 
have a path statement in your AUTOEXEC. BAT file for your Winsock directory, all 
you'll need to do is click on the telnet icon, and Winsock will automatically call 
your ISP and start your SLIP or PPP connection. If not, you'll need to start

icon. Once Winsock is running, you can double- 
click on your telnet client icon to start a telnet ses- 
sion. 

Regardless of which telnet client you are using, 
you'll need to know a few technical details about 


the system to which you want to connect. First, you 

will need to know the telnet address of the Internet 

BBS. The address may be in the form of a domain 
name, such as dkeep.com or bbs. execpc.com, or in the form of an IP address, 
such as 198.79.54.10. Domain names are nothing more than easier-to-remember 
short hand for the numeric IP address. Practically speaking, both are nothing 
more than the Internet phone numbers for the BBS. Chapter 5 provides both 
forms for most systems. 

The only other bit of information you may want to include is the terminal emu- 
lation mode. Most Internet BBSs use ANSI emulation, which includes colors and 
screen-handling codes, while other use VT-100. It’s not essential that you pick the 
right one to get online, although if you find the screen display to be confusing, 
you might try switching to the other option. 

After entering the telnet address and the emulation modes, most telnet clients 
have the option to connect. Select it, and you’re online! 

The Internet BBS Access Kit diskette included with this book contains a share- 
ware copy of Netterm, a full-featured telnet client very well suited for connecting 
to Internet BBSs. The copy on the diskette is pre-loaded with all of the Internet 
BBS addresses listed in this book. Simply select the Other Phone Directory option 
from the File Menu. This will display the Internet BBS listing. Just click on the BBS 
on the list, and you will automatically telnet there.

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Using telnet through a Web browser 
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As the keeper of the Internet BBS list, I receive a great deal of email from people 
who have visited my Web page, found the complete list of Internet BBSs, but then 
had trouble getting the telnet links to work. Their problem is almost always 
solved by providing them a telnet client and some basic instructions on how to set 
up their Web browser. Many people don’t realize that telnet is a common Web link 
that requires an outside program to work with most browsers. (If, however, your 
browser supports telnet already, then all you need to is click on the telnet link!)

USING TELNET THROUGH A SHELL ACCOUNT 


Assuming your telnet client is installed, you then need to go into the Other 
applications setup option in your Web client. This section is for setting up external 
telnet, FTP, mail, and news reader clients. Find the section for telnet clients and 
type in the path and program name for your client. 


Netscape Navigator telnet setup 


Let’s take Netscape Navigator version 2.02 as an example. In Navigator, you 
choose the Option pull-down menu. Select General, and then Apps. On this 
screen you will find an item called telnet application. Just type in the complete 
path to your telnet client (i.e., c: \netterm\netterm. exe), and Navigator will 
now be able to use telnet links. That's all there is to it! Now whenever you click on 
a telnet link on a Web page, you will automatically be connected. 


Using telnet through a shell account 


If your only available Internet access is through a shell account, then you will 
need to use the telnet client provided by your ISP. Most shell-based telnet clients 
are UNIX-like (which means that they operate like the standard UNIX telnet cli- 
ent). From your shell command line, you would type: 
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telnet <address> 
For example: 

telnet dkeep.com 
or 

telnet 198.79.54.10 


Note: The address can be in either domain name or IP format. If the BBS has a 
port number other than the standard used by most telnetable systems (port 23), 
then you can enter a space and the port number immediately after the address. 


Connecting through a special client 
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Some Internet BBSs either require or allow = The Galacticomm Demo System - Main System Menu a 
the use of special clients depending on the 
kind of software the BBS uses. The advan- 
tage of this kind of approach is that the spe- 
cial clients can provide the user with 
extraordinary functionality and ease-of- 
use. The downside is that you will need dif- 
ferent software to access these BBSs than 
what you would use to access other Internet 
services. 

Perhaps the best example of a special cli- 
ent would be Galacticomm’s Worldgroup 
software, and is available from Galacti- Worldgroup client 
comm or any BBS running a Worldgroup 
BBS free of charge. Over 200 of the Internet BBSs listed in this Guide support the 
Worldgroup Client. Worldgroup allows the user to either dial a Worldgroup BBS 
directly by phone, or to use telnet to connect through the Internet. The World- 
group Client is also Winsock compatible, just like Navigator. The client is often 
modified by the BBS to display rather breathtaking graphics. Besides looking 
good, Worldgroup allows the user to participate in several BBS functions simulta- 
neously, such as downloading a file while chatting with other users. Fortunately, 
Worldgroup BBSs do not require that the Worldgroup client be used to access 
them; any type of communications software or telnet client will work as well, but 
you lose the multitasking capability of the special client. 


TELNETTING THROUGH COMMUNICATIONS SOFTWARE 


The Worldgroup Client also includes support for any telnet accessible BBS— 
even those not running Worldgroup. When in basic telnet mode, Worldgroup 
supports full ANSI-BBS screen emulation and Zmodem file transfers. The only 
downside to using Worldgroup as your basic telnet client is that the files are over 
four megabytes in size. Other examples of special clients are Remote Access, First 
Class, Novalink Pro, and the new Wildcat BBS systems.

Telnetting through communications 
software 


For people who have been calling regular dial-up BBSs for years, using telnet cli- 
ents (even good ones like Netterm) is still not as convenient or flexible as the reg- 
ular Windows communications software they’ ve grown used to. Wouldn’t it be 
nice if you could somehow use Procomm Plus or Telix for Windows to telnet to 
Internet BBSs? Well, you can do just that using a bit of software sorcery called 
ComT, by Performance Designs (available from the SBI home page at http:// 
www.dkeep.com/sbi.htm). Not only does ComT allow you to use any Windows 
modem-communications software, but it’s a snap to install and configure. 

First of all, ComT is another one of those Winsock-compatible clients. So as 
long as Winsock is installed and running, ComT will work just fine. How ComT 
does what it does is a model of simplicity and function. ComT tricks your

communications software into believing you have a modem attached to a non- 
existent com port, and then routes the data through Winsock. Your communica- 
tions software believes it is communicating with a modem, even though ComT 
has initiated an Internet telnet connection. All of the features of your communica- 
tions software, such as download protocols and macros, can now be used during 
the telnet session. 

In operation, it works like this: If Winsock connected to your ISP using a 
modem attached to COM1, then ComT could be configured to create a COM2 
(even if you don’t actually have a COM2 on your computer; this is a virtual port). 
When you ran Windows’ communications program, you would configure your 
modem at COM2 (the virtual ComT port). In the dialer or phone book of the com- 
munications program, instead of entering phone numbers, you would enter either 
the domain name or IP address of the Internet BBS. When the communications 
software dials the BBS, the information is automatically picked up by ComT, and 
a telnet session is started. 

To install ComT, just uncompress the files into a subdirectory, and run the 
INSTALL. EXE program through the Windows program manager. You are given 
the option of having ComT automatically load each time you run Windows, or 
only load when you choose to. You then pick your virtual port, making sure that 
it’s a COM port that is not currently being used by any device, and you're ready to 
start telnetting. 

In addition to the ComT solution, a new breed of Windows and Windows ’95 
based communications software support telnet as a basic communications option 
along with ordinary phone dial-up. Most of these use Winsock as well, or use 
Windows ’95’s built-in TCP/IP communications. These programs also support 
advanced features, such as built-in file transfer protocols, telnet dialing directo- 
ries, and automatic login scripts. QmodemPro for Windows ’95 and Kermit 95 are 
two excellent examples.

The trend for BBSs connecting to the Internet is certain to continue, but another 
trend is also readily apparent. Starting in late 1995, a few intrepid sysops set out 
to move their BBS from a dial-up/telnet type of system, to a pure Web-based sys- 
tem. What I call a pure Web-based BBS is one where most of the BBS is accessible 
using an ordinary Web browser such as Netscape Navigator or Microsoft 
Explorer. The advantages of this type of BBS is immediately apparent to the 
user—no additional client software, such as telnet, or huge specialized clients 
such as Worldgroup or Excalibur, are required to use the BBS. In fact, the Web- 
based BBS uses an ordinary SLIP or PPP Internet account, the most common type 
of online access available today. Even users of America Online and the Microsoft 
Network have Web browser capabilities, so can access and use these BBSs without 
the need for any additional software. A Web-based BBS is basically just an 
enhanced Web site. All you have to do is use your Web browser to access the Web 
site, login, and start BBSing. 


What can you do on a Web-based BBS? 


Even with all the recent enhancements to HTML (the language of the Web), and 
add-ons such as Java, the Web still tends to be a static, noninteractive, environ- 
ment. The Web author publishes graphics and text, which the user can look at and 
read, and visit links to other Web sites providing much of the same. The informa- 
tion only changed when the author decided to change it. In order for the Web to 
serve as a useful platform for a BBS, it needed to become more dynamic. After all, 
a BBS is all about users interacting with each other. Comparing a Web site to a BBS 
was like comparing an encyclopedia to a night club. One is a solitary experience, 
while the other is wholly social; one is updated every so often, while the other 
changes every second. With this obvious limitation, how can a Web site ever hope 
to achieve the BBS’s status as a virtual online community? 

Well, the answer is two fold. First of all, not all BBSs focus on user interaction. 
A good example are BBSs dedicated to providing files (what I call file warehouses). 
For file-oriented BBSs, the Web was immediately seen as a viable platform option 
since all current Web browsers, such as Netscape Navigator and Microsoft 
Explorer, contain built-in file transfer capabilities. Just put in a link to a file on a 
Web page, and the browser knows how to download it—no messy protocols, 
complex FTP clients, or fancy communications software are required. 
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The second solution to the limitations of the Web was Web technology itself. To 
extend the capability of basic HTML, the Web server (the computer and software 
that controls the Web site) can be enhanced to provide functions and features not 
normally found on the average Web site. Some of these enhancements can be seen 
every day in the form of Web counters, which tally the number of times a site is 
visited, and search programs that find specific information based on a keyword. 
Only recently has this technology reached the point where basic BBS features 
could be translated to a Web site, and understood by Web browser software. 

The current level of technology is very capable at handling file and information- 
oriented BBSs without a great deal of special modification. Recent improvements 
in Web server software also allows for respectable handling of messaging, such as 
email and message conferences. At this point, Web-based systems don’t handle 
chat and multi-player games very well on their own, and separate clients or direct 
telnets to the main BBS are still the only way to accomplish these features effec- 
tively. So don’t expect to find a great chat system on the Web unless you're also 
willing to grab some additional software to make it work. 


BBSs on the Web

LOGGING IN TO A BBS AS A NEW USER 


Logging in toa BBS as a new user 


After connecting to the BBS using one of the telnet methods described above, 
you'll probably need to go through a new user registration process. Even free 
BBSs usually require some form of new user signup process. 


The new user sign-up process 


Chapter 5 indicates what new user or demo login information is required to get 
started. Most BBSs will instruct new users on what they need to do to get signed 
up on their opening screens. 

When you first connect to a BBS, the system will usually ask you to log in. The 
login information is used by the BBS to identify who you are, and to determine 
how much access you have to the system. Once you are a registered user, you will 
use your personal login ID to get back on the BBS. As a new user wanting to sign 
up, however, you'll need to log in to most BBSs using a special login ID. New user 
login IDs include: 


¢ New The most common new user login 
e Demo Allows you to look at some systems before actually registering 
¢ BBS Required by some systems to access the BBS and new user registration 


¢ Your name Some BBSs simply want to know your name, which is then checked 
against known accounts. 


After initiating the new user signup process, you will be taken through a series 
of questions. The information you give is generally regarded as confidential, 
though you can never be assured of this. All I can say is that most larger BBSs 
(especially those that have gone to the expense to connect to the Internet) are pro- 
fessionally run services that respect the privacy of their users. Your best protec- 
tion is to trust in the reputation of the BBS you are calling. Any BBS that doesn’t 
keep account information confidential is not likely to be around for long anyway. 

Most BBSs will require at least this much basic information: 


¢ Realname Even boards that allow anonymous handles still require that the 
sysops know your real name 


¢ Phone Home or office. Often used for validation calls, or in case there is a prob- 
lem with the account. 
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e Address Home or office address, usually for mailings or billing 
e Age Especially if there are adult-only areas online 


Why does the BBS sysop need to know my personal information? Mostly to 
protect the integrity of the BBS and the potential liability of its systems operators 
and owners. Each user on a BBS is personally responsible for his or her own 
actions, however, the BBS operator is generally responsible for the system as a 
whole, and responsible for taking reasonable precautions to keep the BBS secure. 
Minimum security requires that in cases of mischief, or even criminal activities, 
that the BBS sysop have some means of identifying and contacting a BBS user. In 
my eight years as a BBS sysop, I’ve only encountered a handful of users not will- 
ing to tell me who they were, and I politely informed them that without this infor- 
mation they could not become a user on my BBS. My partner on the BBS, Paul 
“The Dragon” Martin, explains it another way, “Users on the BBS are visiting my 
home. It’s only polite that they let me know who they are before I let them in the 
front door.” 


Account verification 
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After you’re signed up on the BBS, you will probably find that your access to fea- 
tures on the system and the amount of time you are allowed online is strictly lim- 
ited. Many systems allow new signups to browse through the menus of options, 
but don’t allow you to use them, or allow you to use them in some limited form. 
Although you are signed up, you are not a verified user (at least not yet). Most 
Internet BBSs are not free, but do offer some amount of play-before-you-pay 
access to verified accounts. Even many free BBSs will require that your account be 
verified in some way before additional access is granted. Account verification 
takes on many different and creative forms, ranging from a simple phone call to a 
BBS dial-back verifier which actually calls your computer to verify your phone 
number. To handle the growing number of long-distance Internet callers (and to 
keep our long-distance bills to a minimum), my BBS started a trial membership 
coupon system, where we email out coupons to interested signups. After receiv- 
ing the coupon in the mail, new users log back into the BBS and enter the coupon 
number. This gives them several weeks of free and unlimited access to try out the 
BBS, while it gives us some peace of mind knowing that at least the address they 
entered into their account is accurate. 


LOGGING IN TO A BBS AS A NEW USER 


Becoming a full member 


On pay BBSs, your free or demo time eventually runs out and you need to decide 
if this BBS is worth joining. Payment is usually handled by sending in a check or 
money order, or by credit card. Some BBSs are sophisticated enough to take a 
credit card order online, and process your card while you wait, usually in less 
than 60 seconds. Since most Internet BBSs are pay systems, its worth a little bit of 
time to explain the many payment plans you'll likely encounter. The strategies 
used by most BBSs are related to what the sysop believes is a fair distribution of 
resources among all users. For example, if a BBS had only two phone lines, and 50 
members, it wouldn’t be very fair if two members were allowed to stay online all 
day and tie up the only two access lines available. What would the other 48 mem- 
bers do? Sysops design payment plans with this kind of analysis in mind. There 
are two basic payment plans, the subscription and the time block. Many BBSs offer 
forms of both plans, and leave it to users to decide which is best for them. 


Subscription plans 


A subscription plan usually takes the form of a monthly, semi-annual, or annual 
payment rate, and often comes in several different packages offering varying lev- 
els of access. For example, a BBS might have an annual cost of $50 for two hours 
of access a day. The same BBS might also offer a bigger package offering five 
hours a day for $100 a year. Some BBSs will actually bill the user monthly or 
yearly, though most expect the entire subscription to be paid up front. 

Depending upon the primary services featured on the BBS, the limits might 
also include the number of megabytes worth of downloads per day or per week 
allowed. File-oriented BBSs often use this technique so members can’t just stay 
online for twenty hours at a time downloading files. 

This type of plan is most advantageous to users that will log on the BBS fre- 
quently. However, if you buy a month of access, and don’t have the time that 
month to log on the BBS, well, then you’ve wasted part or all of your subscription. 
If you are an infrequent user who only pops on the BBS a few times a month, then 
this type of plan is probably not as economical as a pay-as-you-play time-block 
plan, where you only pay for the time you use. 
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Time-block plans 
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In a time-block plan, the BBS user buys online time in advance. For example, a 
user might purchase twenty hours of time for $10. The user’s account is then cred- 
ited with twenty hours of access, which are consumed when the user is online. If 
the user doesn’t log on the BBS for three months, the unused time remains on 
account until the user accesses the BBS. This type of plan is also called pay-as- 
you-play since you only are charged for actual usage. 

The main advantage of this kind of plan is that the BBS users can exploit their 
block of time however they wish. Unlike most subscription plans, there are no 
daily time limits, or expirations on duration of membership. If BBS users want to 
expend their twenty hours on a single day, or spread them out over a year, it’s 
their prerogative. This type of plan is most often used by game- or chat-oriented 
BBSs where users generally don’t want to have any online time limits. 

The disadvantage of the time-block plan is usually to the very frequent user. If 
the same BBS offered a 50 cents-per-hour time-block as well as a two-hour-per- 
day subscription for $10 month, the frequent user could purchase the subscription 
and actually pay only sixteen cents per hour (assuming he used all 60 hours of 
access that month). 

My advice to the new BBS user is to start out with the least expensive and most 
flexible plan, and then see what pattern of usage you actually have. Most BBSs 
will offer a payment plan that will work out best for your particular needs.

What you don’t want to be is a gullible or annoying new- 
bie preyed upon by more experienced loggers. Remember, those fast-typing 
cyber-talking whiz-kids you’re bound to run into were once newbies themselves. 
Each type of BBS service represents a form of interaction, and each has its own 
flavor and character, as well as special pitfalls and landmines for the uninitiated. 
This section won’t stop you completely from looking like a newbie, but if it helps 
just one new BBS user feel a bit more at ease online, then I’ve done my job. :) First 
lesson: that :) is a smiley-face, used to show that the writer is “lightening up.” In 
some contexts it’s also used to show that the writer isn’t really angry; kind of a 
“don’t take me too seriously.” In this case I’m using it to actually smile :). 


Online chat 
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In its simplest form, online chat (or teleconferencing) is using your computer to 
“talk” to someone else connected to the same or interconnected online service. 
The discussion is accomplished by typing your part of the conversation and wait- 
ing for a response. In many respects, online chat mimics the old CB-radio type of 
discussion, full of its own special nuances and language, but because of the rela- 
tive capabilities of the computer medium, online chat can be far more sophisti- 
cated. 

A lot of psycho-babble about the impact of computer chatting has made for 
trendy discussion in magazines and television recently. I’ve actually heard it said 
that chat will change the very nature of modern culture and social interaction. 
From what I’ve seen over the past 10 years, online chat is just a computerized 
form of the conventional cocktail party or singles bar. In a world that seems to be 
getting bigger every day, individuals are ironically left with a profound sense of 
isolation, and in a world that seems to be turning dangerous, all forms of safe 
public interaction are welcome. Of course online chat does hold special meaning 
for the disabled. Individuals with hearing disorders, paraplegia, or other types of 
disabilities that may inhibit ordinary face-to-face interaction find computer chat- 
ting a liberating experience. Chatters are judged by what they have to say, and not 
how they sound or look. Age is also no barrier. Older and wiser members may 
find themselves in serious political discussion with a high school student, and 
neither is aware of the age difference. This is not to say that online chat will have 


CHATS WITH THE SYSOP 


When the sysop of a BBS pulls you into chat, there is gen- 
erally a good reason for it. Sometimes it’s just to talk, but 
often it concerns an administrative issue. Maybe your 
check bounced, or the sysop has received complaints 
about your online behavior. In general, when a sysop 
pulls a user into chat and the user suddenly hangs ups, it 
just adds further suspicion about your account. Stick 
around and see what the sysop has to say... maybe he just 
wants to say, “Hi.”

any real social impact, certainly 
not by the content of what is dis- 
cussed, although it may serve to 
make individuals feel more 
wanted and part of society as a 
whole. Unlike the offline world, 
making friends online can be as 
easy as saying, “Hi, wassup?” 

There are two basic flavors to 
chat: one-on-one private chat, and 
the more open public chat. 


BBSs implement private chat in a number of ways. Most allow you some mecha- 
nism to send a page to the user you wish to speak with, and then have a chat 
option off one of the main menus. On MajorBBS systems, private chat is simply a 
special option while you are in public chat, and you would type chat <user- 
name>. The recipient of the chat request has the option to accept or decline your 
chat invitation, unless the request comes from the sysop, who has the ability to 


force a user into private chat. 


A private chat session might look something like the dialogue below. The users 
Morris and Lovebytes are already in the BBS’s public chat area.

** Chat ended, returning to teleconference 
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Users type what they have to say, and then press Enter to indicate they are 
done and ready for a reply. The Enter is like saying “Roger” on a CB channel. Oth- 
erwise, both chatters might start typing over each other. Notice how words are 
shortened whenever possible: “c u” instead of “see you.” As you spend more time 
using online chat, you'll start picking up on the specialized terminology, most of 
which is designed to reduce keystrokes and make communication faster and 
more efficient. Also notice the :=) smiley—it’s one of many smiley variations 
you'll find in your online travels. 


Public chat 
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Public or open chat allows many online users to talk simultaneously. To the tele- 
conference initiate, public chat can be a very confusing place with messages flying 
across the screen from possibly dozens of different users. It’s also tremendous fun 
once you get used to the medium. To help organize public chat, most BBSs divide 
users into various chat groups. BBSs call these groups different things, but com- 
mon terms would be channels, rooms, SIGs, or areas. Some BBSs use even more 
imagery by using various themes, such as caves, dimensions, taverns, or bars. In 
addition to these publicly accessible chat areas, most BBSs allow each user to have 
his or her own semiprivate, invitation-only chat group. 

Before venturing out into the group teleconference, you should become famil- 
iar with your BBS’s chat commands. You'll use these commands to switch 
between various chat areas, avoid users you don’t want to talk to, and enhance 
your online conversations. For example, if you wanted to join a chat area called 
Singles Bar, you would type join singles bar. Once there, everything you 
typed would be read by everyone in that area, and you would in turn see every- 
thing they typed. Each BBS will have its own set of commands, and perhaps offer 
many more advanced features than what is listed here, so be sure to type ? or 
help once you enter teleconference to see the command listing. 

A special type of chat enhancement used by many BBSs is called action words. 
An action word is an automatic shorthand that allows you to express a thought or 
action without having to type out the entire text. For example, one common action 
is hug. If Party Girl typed hug Harry, the user Harry might see something like 
*** Party Girl just gave you a nice warm hug! Everyone else in your chat 
area might see *** Party Girl just gave Harry a great big hug! And 
Party Girl might see *** you just gave Harry a big hug! Not bad for just 
having to type a couple of words. Action words are not only fun to use, but they 
cut down on how much you have to type to convey your message. 

Some action words can be directed to a specific user, and other s are meant for 
more general use and can be used alone, such as brb (Be right back!) or wave 
(Harry is waving to everyone). On my own BBS, we add new action words as 
users request them, and over the years our list has grown to over 300 actions. On 


most BBSs, you can type the 
command action list to 
see what actions are avail- 
able to you. 

Here are some examples 
of a basic chat command set 
taken from MajorBBS sys- 
tems (these will vary from 
BBS to BBS, but most telecon- 
ferences will have some form 
of these commands): 


Informational commands 


* scan Shows where every-

One very popular use of both public and private chat 
is to have what is often called cybersex. Cybersex, or 
hot chat, is where consenting adults get together and 
talk dirty to each other. Sometimes it’s done one-on- 
one, or for the more adventurous, in larger groups us- 
ing a special chat area. The popularity of this kind of 
chat is undoubtedly due to the anonymity provided 
by the BBS environment. Most BBSs that offer adult 
chat also allow users to use handles instead of their 
real names. Combined with special adult action 
words (i.e., kiss, fondle, caress, pinch, etc.), hot chat 
provides an interesting, if not titillating, chat experi- 
ence. Adult chat is not only legal in all 50 states, but 
it’s one of the safest forms of sex available. See the 
end of this chapter for a listing of some great adult- 
only chat BBSs.

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With BBSs connecting to the Internet, it became both practical and cost effective to 
link teleconferences from different BBSs around the world. This is nothing new to 
the Internet, which features an Internet-only type of chat called Internet Relay 
Chat (IRC). Unlike IRC, which is difficult for.most novice users to master, BBS 
chat networks are often just enhancements to their regular, easy-to-use chat sys- 
tems. 

Two of the largest BBS chat networks are called Chat Link and World Link 
(both of which claim to be the largest in the world). They are easy to learn, and 
both feature dozens of interconnected BBSs, and possibly hundreds of users, at 
any given time of the day. Using networked chat is just as easy as using local BBS 
chat. Each BBS on the network has its own chat area, and you can simply join the 
area you wish to visit. The biggest advantage of network chat is that there is 
almost always someone out there to talk to, and it gives the user the opportunity 
to make new friends from around the world. 

Here is an example of chat commands found in World Link Chat: 


* action list Prints a list of action words 

®* action on Turnon your ability to do actions 

* action off Turn off your ability to do actions 

* edit Edit your enter/exit messages 

* forget <user> Forget (ignore) a user 

* forget list List all users forgotten

What do people talk about? 


People talk online about the same things that people talk about in the offline 
world. What new movies are out, politics, computer games—general small talk. 
Some chat areas are designed to encourage more focused topics, like local elec- 
tions, college chatter, or hot chat, though most chat is of a general, social nature. A 
common way to start off is, “How are things going?” which generally leads to 
others responding with a short synopsis of their day, which always leads to other 
subjects. Online chat is a lot like a cyber-cocktail party. Sometimes chatters will 
start impromptu chat diversions, such as name that tune where one user will start 
typing the words to a popular song and invite everyone else to identify it. I’ve 
also seen sing-alongs where each person contributes words to a particular song. 
The main thing to remember is to relax, have fun, and don’t take things people say 
(or yourself) too seriously. 


Chat jargon 


Many BBSs and chat environments develop their own online lexicon, although 
there is a broad set of terminology common to most. Specialized jargon fulfills 
several online needs. 

First, without the ability to see body language and hear vocal inflections, state- 
ments are often misunderstood. In the fast-paced world of online chat, it’s diffi- 
cult to always choose your words with care. A simple joke can lead to a flame war 
(an online feud). So instead of lightheartedly saying, “You’re such a loser,” which 
could be misunderstood, you might say, “You’re such a loser :-).” The smiley 
helps the reader understand that you are making a joke, and not actually calling 
them a loser. In fact, I’ve seen the smiley face used to get away with saying really 
awful things to other people online, and somehow not offend the reader (“You are 
a low-life stinky scumbag ;-)”). The smiley can work wonders, although it in itself 
offends some people (“You can take your :-) and stick it!”). 

The second function served by jargon is brevity. Many terms are used merely to 
convey meaning with as few characters as possible. For example, brb is under- 
stood to mean be right back. Sometimes abbreviations have longer meanings, as 
well as an emotional sense not easily conveyed on a computer screen. IMHO, for 
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example, means in my humble opinion, but also means that the speaker isn’t trying 


to be critical or know-it-all. 


This listing of common chat jargon is far from complete (there are at least 


another 50 smileys alone!), but these should get you started.

Some systems offer additional entertainment while users chat—perhaps a 
friendly game of poker, or challenging trivia to keep things interesting. Card 
games are a particular favorite, especially late at night. Some BBS have even more 
unusual diversions, such as Food-Fight (colorful ANSI splatterings), Gunslinger 
(wild west shoot-outs), and Pizza Party (create ANSI pizzas). 

To play a chat game you need only know the commands. Here is a standard list 


of poker commands found on many BBSs.

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CHAT DOS AND DON'TS 


Every BBS has its own rules and policies for 
its chat system, but here are a few that 
should be respected where ever you happen 
to go: 

Do Be respectful of others online. The 
old golden rule of treating others as 
you like to be treated should be your 
basic tenet. 


Do _ Politely tell someone you decline to 
chat with “no thanks.” You don’t 
need to insult them because you 
don’t want to be bothered at that 
time. 


Do Remember that unless you personal- 
ly know the person you are chatting 
with, they can be anyone, any sex, 
and any age (unless the system is 
adult only). 


Do Be patient in chat. Everyone doesn’t 
type fast or accurately, so give other 
chatters a break and let them finish 
their reply before starting your own. 


Do Remember that the BBS sysop (or co- 
sysop) is there if you need any help. 
Whether you’re having a problem 
with an annoying user, or just need 
the answer to a question, that’s what 
the sysops are there for.

Type everything IN UPPERCASE. In

Ask someone to chat and then ver- 
bally assault them. Just because they 
can’t see you face-to-face doesn’t 
mean there are no limits to your be- 
havior, in fact, being abusive online 
is one quick way to be booted off 
your favorite BBS. 


Criticize anyone online for bad spell- 
ing, slow typing, or poor vocabulary. 
This is a good general rule for just 
about every aspect of online behav- 
ior. Many users have a hard enough 
time online already without you be- 
coming the word police. 


Become too insistent. If someone 
doesn’t want to chat with you, then 
leave them alone. 


Give out your home phone number, 
address, or any personal information 
to anyone online other than the 
sysop. The best way to meet other us- 
ers in person is to go to a BBS party 
or general get-together with many 
other BBS users present. 


Use annoying macros or ANSI art. 
While some of this is okay, frequent- 
ly flooding a chat channel with re- 
petitive messages, or huge ANSI art 
creations, is sure to annoy everyone 
there, and might even get you booted 
from the system.

The Internet BBS world offers a very wide variety of computer games, and most 
allow for direct, real-time competition between users. Old fashioned board 
games, like checkers and chess have been reworked for online interaction, both in 
play-by-mail and real-time modes. But the most exciting stand-outs are probably 
the real-time fantasy-role-playing games (FRGs), which offer complete virtual 
worlds where users become star ship commanders or mighty barbarian warriors 
and compete against both computer-generated opponents and other users alike. 
But beware...online games are insidiously addictive, and unlike the average com- 
puter game you might have at home, a wide variety of human opponents can 
make even the simplest game a real challenge. 


Internet and BBS games 


Several major advances in the past year will have significant impact on the future 
of BBS games. One of these is the move to the Internet. Since all BBSs on the Inter- 
net can, in essence, communicate and connect to each other without having to pay 
long distance tolls, a huge door is open for interBBS or network gaming. The sec- 
ond advance is in the area of BBS software itself. Just about all of the BBS manu- 
facturers have developed, or are in the process of developing, graphical user 
interfaces (GUIs) that run under Windows. These GUIs also utilize client/server 
technology, which simply means that many of the functions of the BBS are off- 
loaded to the user’s PC, instead of having to run on the BBS itself. With client/ 
server games on the horizon, full-blown virtual reality games are finding their 
way to the online world. 
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Game nets 


Getting tired of beating all the players on your BBS? How about direct and real- 
time interaction with players from a dozen other BBSs? Well, this is definitely 
what the future holds. In early 1996, the first real-time, interBBS game network, 
called Game Net was setup by World Net Ohio; and was joined by over fifty BBSs 
from around the world. By using the Internet for connectivity, World Net Ohio 
offers several of the most popular FRGs to all the users of the participating BBSs. 
Not only do these users get to play games that might not be available on their 
local systems, but they can compete against thousands of new opponents. This is 
such a good idea, that it’s easy to imagine that this could, in fact, be the future of 
BBS gaming. Contact rob@worldnetoh.com to see if there is a BBS supporting 
Game Net in your area. 


Gaming co-ops 


Similar to a gaming network in concept, but smaller in scope, a gaming co-op is 
an arrangement between two or more BBSs to share games. By placing the games 
on a separate game server attached to the Internet, the BBSs allows access by 
another BBS’s users in exchange for similar access to its game server. This is 
another Internet-born idea not necessarily limited to games—file, news, and data- 
base co-operatives can’t be far behind. 


Commercial game connectivity

ID Software, which produces mega-hit commercial games like Doom, Doom II, 
Heretic, and Hexen, was one of the first game authors to support networked play 
between two or more players. BBS networking systems like Game Connect by 
Sirius Software created the opportunity for BBSs to become game connection 
servers. I’m guessing that there are many game manufacturers eager and able to 
provide similar support for their games, and we’ll see this kind of support grow- 
ing over the next few years. And why not? Each player has to have his or her own 
registered version of the game to play in the network.

GUI games 


There are at least twenty GUI client/server games in production as of the writing 
of this book for MajorBBS’s new Worldgroup GUI interface. Unburdened by 
many of the graphical constraints of regular communication software as well as 
the limited throughput of the modem and phone line, client/server games will be 
the norm in 1997. Whether they will take over the non-GUI world of gaming 
remains to be seen, but their impact on users’ expectations for BBS games cannot 
be ignored. After actually seeing a two-headed troll charging you from a dank 
and dark dungeon corridor, can you really go back to merely a text description? 
(Check out ICE Online at icebox.iceonline.com for some great networked GUI 
gaming!) 


Board games 


Even though they may seem a bit old fashioned, board games are still a popular 
mainstay on most BBSs. Board games like Chess, checkers, and Othello can be 
played in play-by-mail mode, or can be offered in real-time mode. Many BBS 
board games allow for both modes, so if a player doesn’t happen to have enough 
time to complete a real-time game, the game can be postponed and played in 
turn-by-turn mode, or face-to-face at a later time. For the avid board game player, 
most BBSs allow the user to be involved in many games at the same time. One fel- 
low on my BBS routinely has 30 or more chess games in progress on any given 
day. 

Many board games are played in a teleconference, or chat, type of environ- 
ment. While the game is being played, the players can talk between moves, and 
often non-players can watch the game and join in on the conversation. Some 
games, like trivia, are really nothing more than chat with a fun side-diversion to 
keep things interesting. 

One game that just about everyone knows and loves is chess, and for those 
seeking a good game of chess, there’s no better place than on a BBS. On my own 
BBS, chess can be played real-time, play-by-mail, or even globally. Global chess 
play means that a user can be online doing some other task, like reading the mes- 
sage base or playing another game, and through the use of special global com- 
mands, can play chess at the same time. The commands are called global since 
they can be issued from within most other sections of the BBS. 

Other popular BBS board games include checkers, Othello, Chinese checkers, 
variations of Monopoly, backgammon, tic-tac-toe, and FRGs. FRGs, or virtual 
online worlds, originated offline with games like Dungeons & Dragons (D&D). In 
D&D, players take on the personae of various middle-earth (a.k.a. Tolkien) char- 
acters such as barbarians, clerics, wizards, and hobbits. One of the players is 
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designated the Dungeon Master or DM. The DM runs the world while the players 
control their own characters. Usually in a group, characters march off in search of 
adventure and the treasure and power that come with successful quests. In the 
Internet world, these games are usually referred to as multiuser dungeons 
(MUDs). The online versions of FRGs are basically similar except that the com- 
puter runs the world (i.e., is the DM), which is a good thing, since it’s the most 
tedious job when playing FRGs. FRGs aren’t limited to medieval fantasies, how- 
ever, and high-tech space adventures are also in abundance. 

Most online FRGs use a similar command structure. If you wanted to say 
something to another adventurer, you would use the command say. For example, 
say Did you find the goblin lair?, appears to others as, Did you find the 
goblin lair? 

Some games have a short list of commands, but a wide variety of uses, while 
others have literally 30 or 40 separate commands. Most of the more sophisticated 
FRGs offer online manuals you can browse or download for later reading or print- 
ing. Unless you are an experienced gamer, I strongly recommend at least scanning 
the manual before jumping feet first into any online FRG! 

Basic commands you'll usually find in an FRG are: 


* ?0rhelp Displays help info (you'll use this one often) 

¢ invorinventory Displays what your character is holding 
* who Shows who else is in the game right now 

* look Show mea description of where I am 

*n,s,e,w Walk ina direction (north, south, east, west) 


* attack <monster> A general fight command (this varies from game to game, 
with many requiring more specific actions, such as kick, punch, swing, etc.) 


* take <item> Pick up something and place in your inventory 
* use <item> Use an item in your inventory 
* drop <item> Drop something from your inventory 


* cast <spell> Ifa magic user, cast a magic spell 


Text adventures 
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Of the FRGs found on most BBSs, they can be divided into two general flavors: 
text adventures and hack and slash. Text adventures are modeled after a relatively 
ancient group of offline games by a company called Infocom, which were in turn 
modeled after the relatively prehistoric adventure games found on university

mainframes (usually hidden 
away by clever programmers). 
These games are basically more 
like brain-teasers than true FRGs. 
The task of the player is to manip- 
ulate objects and characters in the 
world in order to solve a preset 
problem or complete a prepro- 
grammed quest. These games 
tend to be very rich in details, 
easy to play, and very difficult to 
solve. Most of these games are 
linear, which means that they 


[Trade Wars 2002 manual, High Velocity Software] vary little for each player (or each 


time you play), and tend have 

only one set of actions required to 
solve the game. These games can be a lot of fun...at least the first time you play 
them. 


Hack and slash 


Some adventure games advanced to where players could not only choose individ- 
ualized characters, but also gave them a much broader range of actions. The most 
common action is battling with computer-generated opponents, as well as other 
players, and this is why I call these games hack and slash, even though they can 
also be described as shoot and kill, or blast and destroy. These types of adventures 
tend to be open-ended, where the players try to gain wealth and power, and no 
particular conclusion is preprogrammed into the game. These virtual worlds are 
also very richly described and unpredictable. This open-endedness also means 
that some of these games are played for months or even years. Even in games 
with predefined conclusions, the solution varies each time it’s played and from 
player to player. Sometimes these games are played in tournament mode where 
the highest ranking player is declared the winner after a predetermined length of 
time. 

A couple of great examples of BBS FRGs are Trade Wars 2002, a highly-detailed 
sci-fi adventure where you become an intergalactic trader, and Swords of Chaos, a 
true-blue D&D fantasy where you can be a fighter or sorcerer in search of treasure 
and conquest. 

Trade Wars (TW) was first developed by Martech Software for turn-by-turn 
play on single phone-line BBSs and quickly became one of the all-time most pop- 
ular BBS games ever developed. Around 1993, a new version, Trade Wars 2002, 
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was developed by Martech and High Velocity Software for real-time, multiplayer 
mode, and has now become one of the most popular multiplayer games in the 
online world. Trade Wars also features some of the most spectacular BBS graphics 
ever designed for a BBS game.

Swords of Chaos (SOC) represents one of the newest breed of online FRGs. 
Although SOC is a very new game (first released in 1995), I believe it is also one of 
the best D&D style games ever developed for online play. The goal (aside from 
socializing and having fun) is to hack and slash your way to power. You do this by 
exploring the realm, amassing treasure, and killing monsters. All this is done in a 
splendidly detailed world of horrible, yet fascinating creatures, with huge areas of 
wilderness, forbidding caverns, and wondrous castles. Players also have the 
option to create their own guilds, which function like teams. This is also an open- 
ended game where players can be involved for months, and BBS operators have 
the ability to adjust, modify, and add-on to the existing virtual world so it never 
gets stale. 

Other notable D&D style games include MajorMud, TeleArena, and Forbidden 
Lands. All of these games are lavishly detailed, open-ended, and unpredictable 
virtual worlds. 


Arcade-style games

Arcade-style games are modeled after offline computer games where speed, agil- 
ity, and fast reaction times are required to win. Most of these types of shoot-em- 
ups really have no story line at all. Good examples are Pac-dude (modeled after 
Pac-Man) and Blademaster (an arena fighting game). Because of the graphics and 
speed required to play, real arcade games are actually rare in the online world, 
which is limited by the modem speeds and the graphic capabilities of communi- 
cations software.

One system allows certain popular games to be played using the BBS as a con- 
nection server. Many of the newer 3D arcade games, such as Doom and Heretic, 
have a play-by-modem option. Without the BBS, these games can be played one- 
on-one, where one player connects to another player via modem. However, on 
BBSs that feature game connection services, up to four (and sometimes more) 
players can play simultaneously, taking advantage of the BBS’s ability to inter- 
network many users at once. The most popular implementation of this feature is 
one called Game Connect for MajorBBS, and is featured on many Internet BBSs 
(and, yes, you can even play using your Internet connection!). 


Word/knowledge games 


Word and knowledge games, like board games, have been around long before the 
first computer was ever conceived. Games like trivia, hangman, and variations of 
Scrabble and Outburst are a much more easy going diversion for some than the 
fast paced world of FRGs and Doom. A particular favorite of the older crowd, 
these types of games are more of an intellectual challenge where baby-boomers 
can actually compete well against even the fastest-typing cyber-whizkid. On my 
system, families often play games like trivia together, with one family member 
typing the answers, while everyone contributes together huddled around the 
computer screen (now, wouldn’t that make a nice Christmas card?). 

One of the most popular games on BBSs is trivia. With tens of thousands of 
possible questions, covering trivia from movies, politics, geography, music, and 
just about anything you can think of, trivia has become something of an institu- 
tion. Some BBSs run trivia contests each month with prizes for the top scorers. 
Trivia is played in a chat-like environment, where the trivia sometimes becomes 
secondary to socializing among the players. 

In our version of trivia, questions appear once every 30 seconds. As the ques- 
tions appear, each player frantically tries to be the first one to answer correctly 
(only the first person to guess correctly wins). If no one answers correctly in 15 
seconds, the game generously supplies a few hints. Here is a typical trivia session, 
in progress:

Files, files, and more files 


One of the greatest resources offered by most BBSs is files—all kinds of files: utili- 
ties, word processors, databases, spreadsheets, informational texts, graphics, 
fonts, sounds, animations, and of course, games. Files are so popular, in fact, that 
many BBSs are dedicated file warehouses, sometimes offering gigabytes worth of 
files, with hundreds of new files each day. 

All files on BBSs are either public domain (PD) or shareware (well, at least on 
legitimate BBSs). PD files (also called freeware) are programs that are literally 
given to away to the public free of charge. PD software may still be copyrighted 
and limitations may exist regarding its proper use and distribution. A common 
requirement, for example, is that the software isn’t included in some other com- 
mercial package, or that the file is always distributed in its original form. 

Shareware software, on the other hand, is usually distributed under the try- 
before-you-buy concept. Users are permitted to download and run the programs, 
but after a certain amount of time, the user is expected to register (purchase) the 
program. While PD software is usually a completely working version of the pro- 
gram, shareware often has limitations. Shareware programs are often limited ver- 
sions of commercial programs, designed to give you enough of a taste to 
encourage you to buy the full version. Shareware limitations may include: 


¢ How many days it can be run, after which the program stops working. 
¢ How many times you can actually run the program, after which it stops working. 


¢ Some of the features are disabled. This is also often referred to as crippleware. 
Only once the software is registered do all the features work. A common exam- 
ple would be a shareware word processor that doesn’t allow you to save your 
document. 
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e Parts of the program may be completely missing. This is very common in 
games. A good example would be the shareware version of Doom, where only 
several of the gaming levels found in the full version are included. 


e The program includes annoying begging-for-dollars screens. These programs 
tend to be full versions, but each time the program is started, run, or stopped, a 
thoroughly irritating message pops up telling you that you need to register the 
shareware program. 


Nevertheless, the bulk of software on BBSs is shareware, and most is useful 
enough in its shareware form to be valuable. Even software that is severely lim- 
ited may still be useful in helping you choose what program you may want to 
eventually buy. In particular, I find that shareware versions of games are not only 
a lot of fun, but have saved me at least several thousand dollars worth of wasted 
purchases. I can usually tell within the first few minutes of playing a shareware 
game whether or not it’s something I would want to buy. Shareware versions of 
some games are pretty good in and of themselves! The shareware version of 
Doom, by ID Software, for example, is good for many hours of fun, even though it 
lacks the higher game levels. 


Downloading via the Internet 
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A normal file transfer on the Internet is usually done through a special client 
called file transfer protocol (FTP), an Internet-specific client developed originally 
for transferring files between UNIX hosts. However, only a handful of BBSs offer 
FTP as a file transfer option. Most BBSs offer file transfers using dial-up protocols 
(see The basics of downloading in this chapter), which will work just fine for most 
Internet connections as well. However, downloading files from a BBS you are con- 
nected to through a telnet connection may require a few special considerations 
depending upon how you are connected. Download protocols, such as Zmodem, 
require an 8-bit or binary connection to work. Unfortunately, the Internet leans 
towards 7-bit connections as the standard mode of operation, requiring you to 
modify the default characteristics of your telnet session to switch into 8-bit mode. 
This is easily done, and is explained below. Once in an 8-bit/binary mode, all the 
file transfer protocols available to your communication program will work across 
the Internet just as if you were connected through a direct dial-up connection. 

Downloading via an Internet connection is dependent upon the type of connec- 
tion you are using. Several setup types are listed below and technical consider- 
ations are covered for each. 
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IT WILL WORK, | SWEAR! 


Don't be surprised if your Internet provider 
tells you it’s not possible to do a file transfer 
through a telnet connection. To an Internet 
wizard, telnet is used for terminal connec- 
tions—basically, its only use is logging in to 
a remote host. File transfer capability is not 
included in the telnet client, and therefore 
file transfers are not possible. Well, try not to 
sound too arrogant when you tell them they 
are 100% positively wrong. Tell them, “In 
binary or 8-bit mode, telnet works just fine 
as a transport medium for a secondary cli- 
ent, such as my communications program, 
and will handle Zmodem file transfers just 
fine. All | need to know is how to switch to 


binary or 8-bit mode in your telnet client. 
You do know how your telnet client works, 
don’t you?” Nothing motivates a computer 
Guru more than suggesting that you, some 
end user, know something they don’t. They 
might even break out a manual (they won't 
admit this) and find the telnet information 
you need. After several minutes (or a call- 
back) a common response might be, “Oh! 
You mean you're using a Communications 
program! Sure, all you need to do is type 
toggle binary while in telnet command 
mode.” Thanks...you Gurus know every- 
thing :) 


1 Connected to an ISP using a shell account 


This is one of the most common user setups I encounter. You dial up and log in to 
your ISP using a standard communications program, such as Qmodem, Procom, or 
Telix, and from there you execute a telnet session by typing telnet <host name> at 


a command prompt. For example: 


telnet dkeep.com 


In many cases, that’s all you'll need to do because either the default settings 
have been preconfigured as binary, or your telnet client automatically negotiates a 
binary connection with the BBS. But this is not always the case, and if you get 
immediate errors trying to transfer files, or just aren’t sure how you are set up, try 


this procedure: 


telnet 
toggle binary 


by itself, this will put you in telnet command mode 
turn on binary mode—if the toggle command doesn’t 


work, try set instead 
open gcomm.com start a session with the BBS 


The procedure above works about 95% of the time, but if you continue to have 
problems, you might try these setting in addition to the toggle binary com- 


mand above: 


set flushoutput off 
set escape off 


to avoid the transfer aborting 
also to avoid aborting 
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2 Connected to a BBS with Internet services 


This setup is also very common, but is usually far less problematic because of the 
much improved user interface of the BBS. One special note, however, is that some 
BBSs use a UNIX-type command shell for Internet services. If this is the case with 
the BBS you are calling, then follow the instructions for setup 1, above. 

Since more than half of all Internet BBSs use MajorBBS and MajorTCP/IP to 
provide Internet services, here is a common procedure used to connect to a 
remote BBS using an 8-bit connection:

3 Connected to an ISP or BBS using SLIP or PPP 


A SLIP or PPP connection requires that you install a telnet client on your PC (see 
Using Telnet to Access an Internet BBS). There are two general types that will allow 
for file transfers. 

The first type is a stand-alone telnet client with built-in file transfer protocol. 
For Windows, the best of these clients is Netterm, and can be found on the Internet 
BBS Starter Kit diskette included with this book. Netterm supports Zmodem pro- 
tocol, so once you find the file you’re looking for, all you have to do is tell the BBS 


FTP VIA TELNET 


It’s important to note that most standard telnet clients do 
not support file transfer of any kind. To transfer files from 
a BBS via a SLIP or PPP account, you must use a telnet 
client with built-in Zmodem protocol or ComT along 
with a Windows-based comminucations program.

to start sending it. Netterm will 
automatically receive the file and 
place it in whatever download 
directory you defined in the Net- 
term setup. 

The other type of telnet client is 


one created by ComT, the telnet 
modem. ComT allows you to use 
virtually any Windows-based 
communications program as a telnet client, and thereby gives you access to all the 
normal transfer protocols you'd find in a ordinary communications program. This 
is a great option for Windows users who already have a favorite communications 
program. 


4 PC directly connected to a LAN or other Internet-connected network 


Occasionally, I’ll get a question from a user who accesses the Internet from a PC 
connected to a network (usually at work). This situation is generally no different 
than a dial-up SLIP or PPP user with regards to file transfer. If this is how you are 
connect, then you will need to either use a telnet client with built-in transfer pro- 
tocols or ComT (see setup 3). 


5 Terminal connected to a host-based computer on a network 


If you are using an old-fashioned dumb terminal (which means that your work- 
station isn’t really a computer at all), then the only access you have to the Internet 
is through clients offered on your host system (i.e., a mini-computer, mainframe, 
or other large host system). Unfortunately, the only telnet clients available for 
these types of systems do not support file transfer (or, at least, I haven’t been able 
to locate any). In this situation, your only option is to use FIP (not supported by 
most BBSs), or a Web client with file-transfer options configured (and this only 
works on the handful of Web-based BBSs, discussed in the next section). 


6 Downloading through the Web 


Many Internet BBSs are making the move to put their BBS directly on the Web. 
Several file-oriented BBSs have already done so. 

Two BBSs that have made a very successful move to the Web are ExecPC and 
Software Creations, and both are huge file warehouses. ExecPC’s Web-based sys- 
tem is called “The World File Project,” and offers an astounding 600,000 files 
(about 65 gigabytes) directly through the Web. ExecPC also utilizes a trademark 
search utility called hyperscan, which will help you quickly locate files based on 
any combination of up to six keywords, and search across any single category or 
across all categories combined. 

Software Creations’ Web BBS is the other Web-based file warehouse offering 
the latest in shareware, particularly the newest in games by popular authors such 
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as Apogee and ID. Software Creations’ Web-based interface also allows the user 
to search on keywords and file dates. 

Once you’ve found the file you’re looking for, downloading it through a Web 
client such as Netscape Navigator, Mosaic, or Microsoft Explorer is merely a click 
away. All of these Web browsers come with built-in file downloading capabilities. 
After you click on the file, you merely need to specify a location on your hard 
drive to copy it to, and the rest is completely automatic. With this ease of use, I 
would expect to see many more Web-based BBSs in the coming year. 


The basics of downloading 
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Of all the technical questions I receive from users, the most daunting usually deal 
with file transfers. Of all the activities users can do on a BBS, file transfer seems to 
be the area where users have the greatest difficulties, and the more novice users 
are with computers in general, the more confused they become. When I was ini- 
tially approached to write a book about Internet BBSs, my very first reaction was 
to sigh, “I guess Ill need to explain file transfers across an Internet connection.” 
I’ve probably explained the basics of file transfer several hundred times by now, 
so here is a basic outline of what's involved: 


1 You find and select the file you want to download. 


2 You select a download protocol on the BBS, select the same download protocol 
in your communications software, and start the file transfer. 


3 You log off the BBS, go to your download directory, and (usually) decompress 
the file. 


Sounds simple, eh? Actually, file transfer is simple, and once you've done it a 
few times, you'll wonder what all the fuss was about. The following sections 
include details about each of the above steps, and concludes with information 
specific to downloading through an Internet connection. 


1 Finding files 


Finding an interesting file to download on a BBS is the easiest part of the file 
transfer process. In fact, your biggest problem may be choosing from amongst the 
tens of thousands of files stored on most systems. Some systems, like Execpc in 
Wisconsin (bbs.execpc.com), have a whopping 600,000 files to choose from. Fortu- 
nately, most BBSs organize their files into subject-oriented categories, and virtu- 
ally all BBSs have some means to search any or all libraries for specific keywords. 
A keyword might be something like golf, if you were looking for a good golf 
game. Subject categories could be general very general, such as games or spread- 
sheets, or very specific, like Apogee games or Windows Excel utilities.

(Moral: get a fast 
modem!) 

If you had called the BBS using standard ANSI emulation, you would then be 
able to use your arrow keys to move up and down the file listing. To see an addi- 
tional description of the file, you would highlight it with your arrow keys, and 
press Enter. (The highlighted file will appear in a different color than the other 
files.)

Now we have all the details we were looking for. We know the file runs under 
both DOS and Windows, what to program actually does, and that it’s a shareware 
program that costs $20 to register. We can now either just select the file for imme- 
diate download, or tag the file for later download. File tagging allows you to 
select many files, and then download them all using a single command. Once 
you've downloading a few files you'll quickly see the convenience of this. Let’s 
say you wanted to download five files that were about 200K each. If you did them 
individually, you’d have to wait for each file to download and then start the pro- 
cess all over again for each file. If you simply tagged all five files, you could 
download them all in one command using a “batch” protocol (see the next sec- 
tion). 


2 Downloading the file 


Using the file EXPLOSIV3 .ZIP as our example, we can now choose to actually 
download the file. The term download means to transfer a file from a host (i.e., 
BBS) to your local computer, while the term upload means to transfer a file to a 
host computer from your local computer. To download a file from a BBS, you are 
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COMMONLY USED BBS DOWNLOAD PROTOCOLS 


Xmodem_ The very first protocol devel- 


oped. It’s one of the slowest protocols 
out there, and its error correction is mar- 
ginal; however, it’s available in virtually 
all communications packages, for all 
computer operating systems. It lacks au- 
tomatic file naming, and cannot be run 
in batch. Use this protocol as a last resort 
only. 


Xmodem-1K_ This is a slightly updated ver- 


sion of Xmodem that uses larger packets, 
so it runs quite a bit faster than regular 
Xmodem. Still, this should only be used 
if no other protocols are available to you. 


Ymodem-batch This protocol is faster than 


either of the Xmodem variants, and has 
much improved error recovery. The big- 
gest feature is the ability to handle batch 
downloads, as well as automatically 
name the incoming files. If a more ad- 
vanced protocol is not available to you, 
this one is a better choice than Xmodem 
or Xmodem-1K. 


Ymodem-G_ This is a special protocol de- 


veloped specifically for the new breed of 
error-correcting modems. Since all 14.4 
and 28.8 modems have built-in error 
correction, this protocol throws caution 
to the wind and doesn’t do any error cor- 
rection as all. The result is a hands-down 
faster protocol than any other available. 
The downside is that unless you have 
near-perfect line conditions, and near- 
perfect modem  error-correction, _ file 
transfers tend to simply abort at the first 
sign of trouble. Unless you are using an 
error-correcting modem, this protocol 


should never be used. 


Super Kermit The original Kermit protocol 


was designed around UNIX-to-main- 
frame file transfers because of its unique 
ability to transfer files in 7-bit mode. The 
newer Super Kermit allows for 7-bit 
transfers (very useful if you can’t estab- 
lish an 8-bit telnet session), and uses a 
variable packet size that adjusts itself for 
poor communications conditions. Not 
all BBSs or communications programs 
support Kermit, but if you are having se- 
vere or unusual download problems, it’s 
a good one to try. 


Zmodem Zmodem is an exceptionally fast 


protocol (just a hair slower than Ymo- 
dem-G) with intelligent and highly effec- 
tive error correction, in fact, probably the 
best error correction of any widely avail- 
able protocol. As line conditions vary so 
does the protocol, switching from larger 
to smaller packets automatically. In the 
event that a file transfer aborts complete- 
ly (say someone picks up the phone on 
your computer line), you can pick up the 
file transfer where it last left off (called 
crash recovery). Zmodem also supports 
batch transfers, auto-naming, and auto- 
start (you don’t have to start the transfer 
on your end). Zmodem is always the file 
transfer | recommend to my users, and 
should always be selected if supported 
by your communications program (in 
fact, if your program doesn’t support 
Zmodem, you should find another pro- 
gram!). 


required to choose a download protocol. A protocol is merely an error-correction 
method, and is designed to guarantee that the file transferred gets from the BBS to 
your computer without any errors. Protocols break the file transfer into manage- 
able chunks called packets or blocks. Each packet is verified against errors as the 
transfer occurs. If an error does occur, such as that caused by a bad phone connec- 
tion, the packet is resent. By breaking the transfer into smaller packets, errors can 
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be corrected without having to resend the entire file. It is not unusual to get an 
error during a file transfer, and if the transfer completes, you can usually be 
assured that the file on your computer is error free. If line conditions are very bad 
and the protocol cannot correct for the errors, the file transfer will usually abort. 
In those cases you should try calling back in hopes of a better phone connection, 
or if the problems persist, have your phone lines checked by the phone company. 
Remember that the same conditions that might cause a bad phone connection, 
such as a severe thunderstorm, will undoubtedly affect your computer communi- 
cations as well. 

Download protocols vary in both their ability correct for errors, and the over- 
head they place on the file transfer. Overhead is caused by the error-correction 
information the protocol adds to the file transfer. This information is usually 
based on a formula, or algorithm, that both sides of the communications can cal- 
culate. If a packet comes in that does not add up to the same calculated informa- 
tion already attached to the packet, its a flag for the protocol to resend the 
information. Protocols with high overheads (lots of correction information) will 
transfer files much slower than those with low overheads. Protocols also vary in 
several other important characteristics, such as their ability to download multiple 
files in a batch, and the ability to auto-name the files transferred to your computer 
(protocols that lack the auto-name ability require the user to manually name the 
incoming file). 

At about this time, users usually start to wonder, If Zmodem is so great, why 
all the other protocols? The answer is simply compatibility. All computers used to 
connect to BBSs are not same, and even those that are the same tend to use a wide 
variety of communications software. Unfortunately, all users don’t have the same 
protocols available to them, so each BBS needs to offer as many options as possi- 
ble. I would be the first to admit that the modern world of online computing prob- 
ably needs this variety less than the older world of non-standard computers. Just 
about everyone these days has either an MS-DOS or Windows-based PC, or a 
Macintosh, and both generally offer Zmodem as a protocol option. (One interest- 
ing exception to this rule is that the Windows 3.x default terminal program only 
offers Xmodem as a download option.) 

Now is also the time I generally suggest that the user find the manual or online 
help for their communications program. Believe it or not, sysops are not always 
familiar with every version of every communications program out there. Before 
you tell the BBS to start sending you a file, you need to know how your communi- 
cations software is set up. There several settings you must track down before 
attempting a download. 


¢ Download directory This is the file directory where downloaded files will be 
placed during the transfer. If you don’t know what directory this is, you'll have 
a hard time finding the file after you download it. Some software won’t allow 
you to download a file at all until this information is configured. 
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e Start download option If you are using Zmodem, most communications soft- 
ware comes preconfigured with auto-start turned on, so as soon as you tell the 
BBS to begin the transfer, your communications software is smart enough to go 
into Zmodem receive mode automatically. Just to be sure, you'll want to verify 
this setting. If you are using a protocol other than Zmodem, then you will need 
to manually start the download on your end. In common communications pro- 
grams, such as Qmodem, Procom, and Telix, the keystroke is Page-Down, but 
the key could be something completely different if you are using another pro- 
gram. 


Now that you’ve confirmed your software settings, we’re ready to download 
EXPLOSIV3.Z1IP. Using MajorBBS as our example, you would type Control-D 
(hold the Control key down and press the letter D). After hitting Control-D (or 
whatever option the BBS uses), you'll get a listing of download protocols (remem- 
ber those?): 


L... Listing (a screen at a time) G ... YMODEM-g 

A ... ASCII (continuous dump) Z ... ZMODEM 

M ... XMODEM-Checksum ZR... ZMODEM (resume after abort) 
C ... XMODEM-CRC K ... Kermit / Super Kermit 

1... XMODEM-1K V ... View compressed file

Choose a download option (or 'X' to exit): 


The most important thing to remember is that whatever download protocol 
you choose on the BBS side, is the same protocol you choose in your communica- 
tions software. Assuming we use Zmodem, you'd simply select option Z, and 
your software should automatically begin the file transfer. If you chose a protocol 
other than Zmodem, you would select the protocol on the BBS, and then issue the 
command to start the download from within your communications program 
(such as Page-Down). 


3 Decompressing and running the file 


All files that you download from a BBS are not treated the same. Files may be 
compressed and require decompression, or only usable if you have another pro- 
gram to either view, play, or run them. Almost all BBSs use some kind of file com- 
pression. Not only do the files take up less room, but they are quicker to 
download. Most important, however, is that file compression combines many files 
into a single downloadable package. 

The computer world uses a rather clever technique to help you decide how you 
should handle any given file, and it has everything to do with how the file is 
named. More specifically, how the file extension is named. (The extension is the 
characters following the period in a filename.) Here are some examples of com- 
mon file extensions you'll find on BBSs, and what they mean:

Most BBSs are PC-based (sorry, Mac people), and about 90% of the files you'll 
find today are compressed with PKWare’s PKZIP program, and end in the .zIp 
file extension. To uncompress a zipped file, you'll need another program called 
PKUNZIP. Both programs, along with documentation, can be found in the file 
PKZ204G. EXE, probably available on every BBS in the world. PKz204G.EXE is a 
self-extracting archive which automatically decompressed itself when the file is 
run. I strongly recommend that you decompress PKZIP and PKUNZIP into its 
own directory, a utilities directory, or even the DOS directory, and then be certain 
that you have a DOS PATH statement setup in your AUTOEXEC . BAT file pointing to 
the directory. This way PKZIP and PKUNZIP will always be available for you to 
run wherever you happen to be on your computer. 

So, lets return to our downloaded file, EXPLOSIV3.ZIP, which should now be 
sitting in our preconfigured download directory. We would now exit our commu- 
nications software, and drop to DOS (or, if we were in Windows, we would run 
our windows-based PKUNZIP). 

From DOS we can use PKUNZIP to examine our new download: 


pkzip -v explosiv3.zip 


The -v tells PRUNZIP we want to view the file’s content. PRUNZIP then 
shows us what's in the zip file:

From this listing we can see the dates of the files themselves, and more impor- 
tantly, we can see how much disk space is required for the complete uncom- 
pressed program, which is indicated as about 574 K (or 574,000 bytes). Assuming 
we have enough disk space, we’re now ready to decompress. 

Decompressing a zip file performs several tasks at once. Of course the files are 
all extracted and physically decompressed, but the file are also verified as being in 
the original condition they were zipped as. File compression thereby serves as yet 
another form of error correction. Additionally, many software authors are using a 
process called file authentication verification (AV). When files have been compressed 
using AV, they decompress with -Av following each file name. Any file that has 
been modified or tampered with is indicated during the decompression. With that 
said, let’s decompress EXPLOSIV3 . ZIP with PKUNZIP. To decompress the file 


directly into the current directory: 
pkunzip explosv3.zip

With the files decompressed, you can now read over the documentation or run 
the program installation. Some have INSTALL. EXE, SETUP. EXE, or START. BAT files 
to help get you going. Here are some common file extensions you might find in 
decompressed programs:

Another general file type deals with computer graphics and multimedia ani- 
mations (sound and moving graphics). Some of these file types are precom- 
pressed, so they won’t be within .z1p files. GIF pictures are usually download as 
.GIF files, for example. To use any of these file types, you will need a picture 
viewer or animation player. A suggested listing of supporting software is 
included (but is in no way a complete list of everything that’s available), and are 
available as shareware or public domain on most BBSs.

Message bases 


Computer message bases, also called conferences, are informal discussion areas 
where people talk about a wide range of topics. Unlike chat, message bases are 
more akin to ongoing public email. At your convenience you can read what others 
have written, reply and comment to what you find interesting, and go on to your 
next online activity. A BBS message base is an online forum where you get a 
chance to get on your soap box and make your opinion known to others—some- 
times even world wide. 

BBS conferences fall into two general categories: local and networked. Local 
conferences are participated in by members of the local BBS, and often concern 
the BBS in particular or the local area where the BBS is housed. On my own BBS, 
we have discussion areas for local politics and events, for example. Networked 
conferences, on the other hand, are broadcast across multiple systems. How wide- 
spread the message bases are depends on the size of the message network. 
Fidonet, one of the world’s largest BBS-based conferences, echoes messages to 
over 50,000 other BBSs around the world. There is an old saying about echoed

Needless 
to say, you should think hard before joining the fray. 


Getting started with message bases 


Getting involved with online messages bases can be a daunting experience. First, 
there are often hundreds, sometimes even thousands, of possible topic areas. Sec- 
ond, each topic area might contain thousands of messages, and hundreds of sepa- 
rate discussions. So how do you get involved? 

As a rule of thumb, most experienced online writers know that its best to start 
out with a few topic areas of interest, read them for awhile (at least a few days, 
maybe even weeks), and see what's being talked about before joining in. Each 
topic area will tend to have its own character, usually defined by the active users 
in that area. For example, one favorite topic area is politics, and is usually fre- 
quented by other users who position themselves on either the left or the right of 
any issue. It’s best to watch a conference like this for a week or so and see if the 
other writers are willing to intelligently discuss the issues, or whether they dog- 
matically attack anyone with a differing viewpoint. In either case, you want to 
have some idea of the character of the discussion group before jumping on board. 
You will find that while some conferences are very friendly and inviting, others 
are just the opposite. 


Saving time and money using offline readers 
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Reading through hundreds of messages, and making thoughtful replies is an 
extremely time-consuming process. Message base enthusiasts often spend an 
hour or more each day catching up on their favorite conferences. If your online 
service charges by the hour, this can be an expensive pastime. To keep your online 
time to a minimum, most BBSs offer the option of downloading new messages 
conferences you select so you can read them at your leisure with an offline reader. 
Instead of spending all the time online, you simply download a packet of message 
in just a few minutes. Your offline reader software then organizes the packet of 
messages for you to read on your home computer while you’re not connected to 
the BBS. Replies are stored in another packet, which you upload the next time you 
call the BBS. Check the file areas of your BBS for shareware versions of offline 
readers. Offline readers are available for most operating systems (DOS, Windows, 
Macintosh, and Amiga). 


MESSAGE BASES 


MESSAGE DOS AND DON'TS 


Each BBS, and sometimes each message 
network, has its own rules and policies gov- 
erning message posting. Here are a few that 
apply just about everywhere: 


Do Be respectful of other writers. Every- Don’t 
one has a right to an opinion. Treat 
online discussions as you would a 
face-to-face discussion. Politeness is 
universal—even online. 


Do Try to be topical with your message Don’t 
postings. A debate about the next 
presidential election probably doesn’t 
belong in the pets forum. 


Don’t Over-quote! Most reader software 
allows you to quote part of the mes- 


sage you are replying to. A little bit of 
quoting helps keep the conversation 
on track. Too much is an annoying 
waste of bandwidth. 

Spam. Spamming is posting the same 
message across many, often unrelat- 
ed, message bases. This type of be- 
havior will likely get you snubbed 
online...if not worse. 


Flame. Flaming is the deliberate ha- 
rassment of another writer. It usually 
just leads to more flaming, and de- 
generates the discussion into mind- 
less bickering.

chapter 4 
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CHAPTER 4: STARTING POINTS 


The preceding chapters explain how to set up your telnet client, and how to tech- 
nically connect to most of the BBSs listed in this book; however, with over 450 
Internet BBSs to choose from, you might find choosing a starting point a bit 
daunting. This chapter is designed with the BBS novice in mind: a leaping off 
point for the newbie. If, however, you’re one of those intrepid Internet wanderers 
eager to venture out to the unknown nether world of Internet BBSs, you can 
always turn ahead to Chapter 5, “The Internet BBS Travelogue,” and pick any sys- 
tem that sounds intriguing. Most BBSs are very friendly places, eager and willing 
to help even the most skittish beginner. Most BBSs utilize user-friendly menu sys- 
tems that are fairly intuitive, so almost any BBS community will suffice to get you 
started. As with all things, some BBSs stand out from the crowd as examples of 
what a BBS can be (and perhaps even should be), and some are better suited as 
great Internet BBS starting points. 

The starting-point BBSs listed here all share a few common features. First, they 
are all accessible using ordinary telnet. Some may offer advanced graphical inter- 
faces running under Windows or on the Mac, but that would require you to 
download and install additional software, which is not only time-consuming 
(most are in the one- to six-megabyte range and could take an hour or more to 
transfer), but can also be technically challenging to set up. For most users, an 
Internet connection means a SLIP or PPP connection through an local Internet 
provider, and the very capable Netterm telnet client included on the Internet BBS 
Starter Kit diskette found in the back of this book is the only thing you'll need to 
start logging in to Internet BBSs around the world. Eventually, you may want to 
try out one of the advanced clients, but it’s probably best to see what kind of sys- 
tem you'd actually like to use before taking the time and effort to download a spe- 
cialized client. For those whose only access to the Internet is by using a UNIX-like 
Shell account, the telnet client found on their provider’s host system is virtually 
the only method to connect to Internet BBSs, and is another good reason to start 
off with a general telnet-accessible BBS. The second characteristic starting-point 
BBSs share is that they are what I would call user friendly. In this context, | mean 
that the BBS menu system is well laid out and generally intuitive, and that the 
BBS is staffed by helpful and enthusiastic sysops who sincerely want to help new- 
bies get started. 


Choosing your first BBS 


Most Internet BBSs are what I would call general purpose. Most offer a wide 
range of features, including chat, games, files, and information. If you’re not sure 
what features you're looking for in a BBS, a good general-purpose system is the 
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best start. Some of you, newbies or not, already know what you're looking for ina 
BBS, so I'll suggest a few systems that cater to specific needs as well. 


The general-purpose BBS: 
Point Blank BBS (pointblank.com) 


Point Blank BBS in Long Island, New York, is a 150-node, general-interest BBS 
and a great place to start for the newbie. Point Blank has the distinction of being 
voted the #1 Internet BBS in my 1996 BBS user survey conducted on the Web. 
Point Blank isn’t the biggest Internet BBS on the Net (though 150 nodes is cer- 
tainly nothing to sneeze at), nor does it specifically cater to one specific interest 
group. But it is a wonderful, well-rounded system with a palpable sense of com- 
munity. Point Blank inhabitants are some of the friendliest you'll find anywhere, 
and the sysops are especially helpful and patient. 

Getting started on Point Blank is a cinch. When you first telnet there (point- 
blank.com), enter NEW as your login name, and you will automatically be taken 
through a new user sign-up process. After telling the sysops who you are, where 
you're calling from, what handle you'd like to be known as on the BBS, and what 
password to use next time you login (don’t forget this!), you will be taken to the 
New User Menu, shown below.

Choose the callback verifier option (v) from the New User Menu. The callback 
verifier is an automatic validation process that allows you to get some free time 
without having to wait for someone (i.e., a live human being) to call you back on 
the phone. For telnetters, Point Blank uses an email verification process, which 
assumes that if you’re at least willing to give them a verifiable email address, then 
you must be a real person. After selecting the Callback Verifier option, answer E 
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for email verification. You'll then be asked for a valid Internet email address. 
Enter your email address, and log off. Within about five minutes you'll receive an 
Internet email from sysop@pointblank.com (in my case, it actually took about 30 
seconds). The message will contain a four-digit code, something like 5pF1. Write 
down the code, and telnet back to Point Blank. Enter the handle and password 
you chose when you signed up, and answer y.to the autovalidation question. The 
BBS remembers that it already sent you a code, so instead of asking you for your 
email address, this time it will say, “Enter the validation code that was emailed to 
you.” Simply enter the exact code, and you will instantly be placed in the demo- 
user class, giving you about seven days of free time to see if Point Blank is a BBS 
you want to subscribe to. This entire process from beginning to end only takes 
about five minutes, tops, and you'll have immediate access to most of Point 
Blank’s features.

Now that you're a bona fide user (albeit a demo user), you'll have access to sys- 
tem news and get some idea of what’s going on. System news is generally filled 
with all types of special events—like face-to-face get-togethers, movie outings, 
and online gaming contests—and will be displayed to you automatically as you 
make your way to the Main Menu. You'll know that you have stepped into a very 
vibrant community that is bursting with social activity. 

Probably the easiest feature to use on any BBS is real-time chat, also called tele- 
conference. It’s also one of the best ways to get to know some of your fellow BBS 
inhabitants. Select option T from the Point Blank Main Menu, and you'll immedi- 
ately find yourself in the Main Chat area. 

Those strange names underneath the You are in the Main public channel! text are 
the handles of other users in chat. To start your real-time BBS experience, just type 
a few words, like Howdy everyone! and hit your Enter key. Believe it or not, you

now know the basics of online chat. Everyone in the channel sees something like 
From Love Bird: Howdy everyone! If there are other users in the channel, you'll 
probably get a response like From Bubba: Hi Love Bird! Remember, it’s best to 
be friendly in any new place and not take anything too seriously. Chat is also one 
of the best places to get help on any BBS function you have a question about. 
BBSers are usually quite eager to demonstrate their BBS expertise to a newbie. 
Once you feel comfortable with ordinary chatting, type ? to see some of the 
advanced chat functions, such as whispering and action words.

Another fun diversion on most Internet BBSs is games, and Point Blank is cer- 
tainly no exception. After getting comfortable with real-time chat, try out one of 
Point Blank’s role-playing games, such as TeleArena. Many BBS games are sur- 
prisingly complex, and it wouldn’t be a bad idea if you found a mentor willing to 
guide you through the basic strategies of whatever game you decide to try out. 
Since most games are multiuser and real time, your mentor can enter the game 
with you, and advise you as you are playing. 
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In addition to Point Blank, there are a few other great jumping-off points on the 
Net for those looking for a lot of user-to-user interaction. One of these is The Jun- 
gle BBS (jungle.net) in New Jersey that not only features 30-plus active chatters 
online almost twenty-four hours a day, but also offers its very own custom-built 
chat interface called DialChat. DialChat allows the user to alter the appearance of 
the chat session, such as the colors of incoming and outgoing messages, and offers 
advanced private channel options. For a cozier community, you might try Every- 
baudy’s Online (grolen.com), a 45-node BBS in New Hampshire that’s well 
known for its fun, family atmosphere and abundance of friendly users always 
willing to chat. 

If you’re one of those game-oriented folk who can never get enough fantasy 
role-playing or considers chess as a possible vocation, then you might want to tel- 
net over to my own BBS, Dragon Keep (dkeep.com), in Gainesville, Florida. 
Dragon Keep is part of the international Game Net network run by Rob Bricker 
(rjb@worldnetoh.com) at Worldnet Ohio (worldnetoh.com). Just about all the 
games online are participated in by over 40 other BBSs. (That’s about 100,000 
potential players!) There are plenty of fantasy-role-playing games and also lots of 
board-type games like chess, Othello, and even a Scrabble clone called Cross- 
wordz (my personal favorite). Dragon Keep offers two free weeks and full access 
to all its games for anyone telnetting in, so you've got nothing to lose to by trying 
it. A couple of other great game systems include Meme Online (eris.nas.com), 
which features over 60 door-type games that are not usually real-time multiuser 
(proceeding at a slower pace preferred by many beginners), or ICE Online (ice- 
box.iceonline.com), featuring its own original MUD fantasy-role-playing game 
and a great selection of graphical multiuser games of commercial quality. Both 
Meme and Ice offer some free time to new users. 

Chat and games are fine, but many Internet travellers are only looking for the 
newest shareware games, application, and graphics. They need look no further 
than ExecPC (bbs.execpc.com or http://www.execpc.com) in Wisconsin. Accessi- 
ble from either telnet or the Web (with no additional software required), ExecPC 
maintains one of the largest file libraries in the world, and perhaps the best search 
engine to help locate exactly the file you’re looking for in the shortest possible 
time. It’s also cheap to join. Other great file BBSs include Software Creations 
(swcbbs.com), which specializes in game software and is the official distribution 
point for many game authors, and Channel 1 (bbs.channell.com), a well-known 
and respected file warehouse that is exceptionally well organized and main- 
tained. 

Real-time chat is fine for many users, but serious discussion often requires the 
thoughtful analysis you’re much more likely to find on a BBS dedicated to mes- 
sage forums. The best example of this kind of BBS is The Well (well.com), a very 
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old and venerable online community renowned for its 200-plus well-moderated 
message bases. Anyone on the Net can participate in the chaos known as Usenet, 
but it doesn’t compare in the quality of conversation you'll find in a Well forum. 
Another up-and-coming message base community is The Spring Guide 
(spring.com) in Austin, Texas, which offers discussion on everything from the lat- 
est movies to intense political debate. 

Finally, there is a relatively short list of BBSs dedicated simply to information, 
often very specific, such as The Global Blind Exchange (gbx.org), disseminating 
information for the visually impaired, or The Edward Lowe Foundation 
(bbs.lowe.org), dedicated to entrepreneurs. If you’re simply looking for all the 
news that’s fit for print, then be sure to drop by Knoxlink (online.knoxnews.com), 
a virtual Internet newsstand accessible through telnet or the Web. 

For absolutely anything having to do with the U.S. government, the only place 
you'll ever need to visit is NTIS FedWorld (fedworld.gov), a huge storehouse of 
government documents and transcripts, as well as a centralized hub for all kinds 
of related systems that you can connect to through FedWorld. FedWorld has 
everything from IRS forms to all current government press releases. On the other 
side of the coin, if you’re an aspiring revolutionary or international terrorist or 
just want the kind of information that’s unavailable in the public library, then take 
a peek at Anarchy Online (anarchy-online.com). You'll find the latest and most 
controversial information on subjects as diverse as government cover-ups of 
UFOs and bomb construction from household chemicals. Keep in mind that some 
of this information may be illegal in certain countries. 

No matter where you start out, BBSs cover enough diversity to satisfy anyone, 
regardless of interest, computer expertise, or sexual preference. Remember, what 
makes a BBS special, and so very different from the rest of the Internet, is the com- 
munity spirit of the BBS. Essentially, it’s the users that make a BBS what it is, and 
not specific features, quantities of hard disk space, or connection speeds. BBS 
communities differ every bit as widely as do real-life communities, so it might 
take a bit of travelling to find your home in cyberspace. The next chapter, The 
Internet BBS Travelogue, will be your road map to the exciting world of Internet 
BBSs. So get out there and have some fun. Happy trails!

The anatomy of 
a BBS listing 


You'll probably be unfamiliar with some of the technical details contained in each 
BBS listing. A quick guide to information included in each BBS listing is below. 
Not all BBSs support all features such as finger or FTP, and in such instances, the 
field will be blank. 


¢ Telnet ‘Telnet is the primary method used to connect to most Internet BBSs. 
(How to use telnet is explained in detail in Chapter 2.) The domain name is 
listed wherever possible because they’re much easier to remember than the IP 
address. The domain names is simply a short-hand form of the IP address, and, 
like the IP address, is unique to every system. Some systems with telnet 
addresses listed require the use of a special client other than a basic telnet client, 
and those are described in the BBS description. 


FTP FIP, or file transfer protocol, is a special server designed to facilitate the 
efficient transfer of files on the Internet. Most BBSs with FTP sites make avail- 
able information files about the BBS and perhaps a small selection of shareware 
files at the FTP address. You must use an FTP client to access this address in FTP 
mode.

e Finger Finger is a command found on most UNIX systems and many Internet 


BBSs, and is primarily used to look up a specific user (i.e., finger 
user@domain.com). The look up usually displays basic information about the 
user, such as her name and last date of login. Many BBSs use the generic finger 
command (a domain name without a user name) to show who is currently con- 
nected to the BBS. Another use of the finger command is to display an informa- 
tion file about the BBS, such as info@domain.com. The address(es) listed here, 
when fingered, will display some type of information about the BBS or its users. 


Web Most BBSs have a Web site containing detailed information about the 
BBS. In the case of Web-based BBSs, the Web site is an actual method of connect- 
ing to the BBS. Use this address with a Web browser such as Netscape Navigator, 
Microsoft Explorer, or the America Online Web browser. 


Location The physical location: usually city, state, and country of the BBS. 


Dial-Up Most Internet BBSs (though certainly not all) have a phone number 
you can use to dial up the BBS using your computer, a regular phone, and a 
modem. 


Software Each Internet BBS runs some type of BBS software. The software type 
is listed because many users will discover they prefer one type of BBS software 
to another. BBSs with the same software types tend to work similarly, so once 
you become an expert with one BBS using a particular software, you will proba- 
bly find that other BBSs running the same type of software are familiar to you. 


Nodes The total number of connections, both from regular dialup and by tel- 
net, the BBS supports. This is usually a good indicator of the overall size of the 
BBS. A BBS with 100 nodes can have 100 users online simultaneously. 


Pay There are three possibilities for this listing. No indicates that all BBS fea- 
tures are available at no cost to the user, although voluntary donations are often 
accepted. Yes indicates that the BBS is a subscription service, and all users are 
expected to pay for most, if not all, services. However, most pay BBSs do allow 
some limited free trial time so you can see what the BBS has to offer before pay- 
ing. Opt indicates that the BBS offers significant services to the user free of 
charge, though additional services or additional online time is offered for those 
who subscribe. 


Login When you first connect to a BBS, you are asked for a login name. Some 
BBSs require that new signups enter a special login name, most often new, 
although there are many variations. The BBS login screen usually makes clear 
what you need to enter. However, I have discovered enough systems that don’t 
tell the new user much of anything, which is why I added this particular field of 
information. Some BBSs also offer special demo accounts, and the login name to 
access those accounts may also be listed in this field. 


A GUIDE TO THE RATINGS 


¢ Access There are only two possibilities for this listing. General audiences means 
that the BBS accepts minors, even though adult-only areas might still be avail- 
able to those who can prove their age. General audiences does not mean that the 
BBS has no age limits at all (most do). The other listing is adults-only, which 
means that the user must send proof of age before gaining access to the BBS. 
Adults-only BBSs are not necessarily restricted due to pornography (although 
many do fit this category), but are generally oriented to more mature online 
interaction. 


A guide to the ratings 


To give you an at-a-glance assessment of each system, each BBS is rated in seven 
categories. Each category ranks the BBS on a range of one to five, with five being 
the highest rating. This rating system is entirely subjective and based on a relative 
scale. For example, a BBS with 200,000 files to download probably has a large 
enough file selection for most users, yet I may have only rated it a four since there 
were a number of systems with over 500,000 files. Relatively few BBSs specialize 
in any one area, so it’s not surprising that many will rank a three in most catego- 
ries, which only means that they offer a little bit of everything. Remember, a BBS 
is a vibrant and dynamic community that cannot be judged by the number of 
incoming lines, files, and message bases it offers. The users of a BBS create the 
community’s special and unique atmosphere. These ratings are only meant as a 
convenience to help those new to the world of BBSs find a system that might 
interest them.

Appendix A 


Getting on the Internet 


Choosing an Internet service 
provider (ISP) 


All of the BBSs listed in this guide are accessible through the Internet. This, of 
course, assumes you actually have access to the Internet. If you are not already 
hooked up to the Internet, then this section is meant for you. If you already have 
Internet access, but don’t like your existing service or think you are paying too 
much, then you might find something here as well. Please keep in mind, this is 
just a broad quick-start guide to Internet services—there are entire books dedi- 
cated to this subject alone, although I think most of what anyone really needs to 
know is right here. 

Before choosing your on-ramp to the Internet, you'll need to understand the 
different types of Internet access, the kinds of Internet functions and features 
you'll need, and the different types of Internet service providers available in your 
area. 


Types of Internet access 


There are basically three types of Internet access you'll be shopping for: SLIP or 
PPP, shell, and integrated access. 
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APPENDIX A: GETTING ON THE INTERNET 


SEIP/PPP 


Shell 


SLIP (and it’s more advanced cousin, PPP) is the single most common service 
offered by ISPs, and the one most needed by users. SLIP allows your computer to 
tap into the Internet directly, and offers the widest range of Internet services. SLIP 
lets your computer talk TCP/IP, which is-the communications protocol of the 
Internet. Through a SLIP dial-up connection, you can run telnet, FTP, email, 
World Wide Web, newsgroups, and IRC. Using SLIP, you actually run the client 
software on your own computer—all your ISP is doing is providing you an on- 
ramp—your own PC does most of the work. Most ISPs will also provide the soft- 
ware you'll need to get going. If you want to access Internet email and news- 
groups, you'll also want to make sure that the ISP is running a mail server and a 
news server. Most do, but you'll want to check anyway. 


Some ISPs offer users direct access to the ISP’s own computer system, usually a 
large UNIX or mainframe computer. This type of access is generally only required 
by advanced users. Through a shell account, users can access most Internet func- 
tions from a not-too-user-friendly command prompt. Some ISPs offer a menu- 
driven interface that makes getting around much easier. Although a shell account 
gives you access to most Internet features, it generally lacks the graphical user- 
interface that most users want. New users should be wary of ISPs that offer shell 
accounts as their only Internet access, and should find an ISP that offers SLIP or 
PPP as well. 


Integrated access 
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Integrated access is a category of internet access I invented to cover all those 
online services that offer some or all Internet features from an uncommon or non- 
standard interface. For example, some BBSs offer telnet access through their own 
custom interface, such as a menu of Internet BBSs. The users don’t need to under- 
stand telnet; all they need do is select the option off a menu. Internet newsgroups 
might also be offered as additional message forums from within the online ser- 
vice’s regular message-base interface. If you know exactly which features you are 
looking for, and are satisfied with this sometimes limited form of Internet access, 
then an ISP offering integrated Internet services might be just what you need. This 
is a good beginner level for basic Internet exploration. Eventually, however, most 
users will need broader and more standardized access, such as SLIP or PPP. 


TYPES OF INTERNET FEATURES AND FUNCTIONS 


Types of Internet features and functions 


Another basic question you'll need to consider is, What Internet features do I 
need? ISPs usually offer a wide range of services, some are essential, while some 
you may not need at all. At this point you need to be aware of some basic Internet 
functions: 


¢ Telnet ‘This allows you to connect and log in to systems attached to the Inter- 
net. You'll need this function to access most Internet BBSs. Another flavor of this 
function is called rlogin, which basically accomplishes the same thing. 
Advanced versions of telnet also allow for file transfers built in to the program. 


SFTP File transfer protocol (FTP) is one (but not the only) method for trans- 
ferring files to and from systems on the Internet. Some BBSs support FTP; most 
do not. 


e Web The World Wide Web (WWW, or Web) is quickly becoming the most 
popular feature of the Net, and often is what most users think of when you say, 
“Internet.” The Web is like a world-wide encyclopedia or catalog with millions 
of interlocking pages. Each page of information links you to other pages of 
related information. The pages themselves can be, and often are, located any- 
where in the world, and communicate in a language called hyper-text mark-up 
language (HTML). There is both a text-based and graphical-user-interface (GUI) 
version of this function. Most users prefer the GUI, which has become popular- 
ized with software such as Netscape Navigator and America Online’s Internet 
Browser. Most Internet BBSs have a Web page that provides general informa- 
tion about their system. Most also have a telnet link directly through the Web 
which will automatically run a telnet client program so that you can log in to 
the BBS right from the Web. Some BBSs are actually being constructed directly 
on the Web, and these are discussed later in the book. 


Email Internet email allows you to send and receive electronic mail on the 
Internet. It’s a basic function that virtually all ISPs and most Internet BBSs 
support. 


Newsgroups Most BBSs have some flavor of public messaging, usually bro- 
ken down by subject. These are long-running public discussions on various top- 
ics where users can reply and interject their own comments. On the Internet 
these are called newsgroups and are often participated in by thousands of Inter- 
net users over months or even years. Newsgroups are also called special interest 
groups, or SIGs. 


¢ IRC Internet relay chat (IRC) is an open and live conversation area that 
often includes thousands of Internet users simultaneously. The chat area is 
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divided into hundreds of topics, and runs twenty-four hours a day. It’s some- 
thing of an Internet phenomena, to say the least. It’s also fantastically fun, once 
(and if) you figure out how to use it. 


© Shell For the hard-core Internet geek, a UNIX-type shell is essential. A shell 
is nothing more than command-line access on a large computer system. Usually, 
the advanced user can write and compile. his own programs as well. This kind 
of function is not required for Internet access, and is not offered by all ISPs. It is 
not for the beginner. 


Types of Internet service providers 


Internet service providers come in several different flavors. Some of the major 
online services, such as CompuServe and America Online, offer various levels of 
Internet access along with a full range of local services. There are also a growing 
number of national ISPs that offer Internet as their primary service. Local home- 
grown ISPs often offer full-featured Internet access at extremely competitive 
prices, while local BBSs, which are primarily content providers, are making a 
good run at being full-featured ISPs as well. Remember, these days just about 
anyone can become an ISP, so prices, features, and reliability vary widely. 


Major online services 
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¢ America Online America Online (AOL) offers integrated access, using its 
own customized software. Functions includes the Web, FTP, IRC, and many 
Internet newsgroups. Since AOL does not currently offer standard SLIP or PPP 
access, users are limited to the special (but free) software that is included with 
an AOL membership. Telnet (what you'll need for most Internet BBSs) is not 
currently offered, but is expected to be added in the near future. Besides being 
relatively expensive, the AOL interface is considered by most experienced Inter- 
net explorers to be a bit limited, and the Web browser is not always 100% com- 
patible with all sites. If you are already a member of AOL, this is certainly a 
good place to start your Internet travels, but you'll probably want to seek out an 
ISP that offers a standard SLIP or PPP connection as well. 


CompuServe CompuServe, like America Online, is an integrated access 
Internet provider that uses customized software. CompuServe, however, does 
offer telnet access, so it is suitable for getting online with Internet BBSs. 
CompuServe is also relatively expensive, and does not offer standard SLIP or 
PPP access. 


TYPES OF INTERNET SERVICE PROVIDERS 


¢ Prodigy Prodigy is a bit behind on the Internet services side, merely offering 
Internet email. I expect Prodigy to expand their Internet services in the future, 
but in the meantime, they are not what I would call an ISP at all. 


¢ Microsoft Networks — Microsoft recently joined the ranks of major online ser- 
vices, and the complete software needed to use this service is included with 
Windows ’95 (clever move, Bill). How this network works is still vague, but it 
seems to use standard TCP/IP. The Microsoft Internet Explorer software sup- 
ports all Internet functions, including telnet, and even allows for the use of third 
party clients (so you can use Navigator, for example, as your Web browser). 
Costs are still generally higher than most national ISPs and local ISPs, but they 
appear to offer full-fledged Internet access at a competitive price. 


National Internet service providers 


There are many national ISPs offering SLIP and PPP access as well as shell 
accounts at competitive prices. Some of the better known providers include Net- 
com, Halonet, and PSI. Most of these ISPs offer local dial-up numbers, though 
you'll need to check with the ISP to see if your area is included, and what baud 
rates are supported (some local numbers only offer rates lower than 14.4). In gen- 
eral, these services offer pure Internet access, with little or no local services, but 
are generally priced much lower than the major online services, and offer full 
Internet features, such as all Internet newsgroups. These services allow the user to 
run any SLIP or PPP compatible software, although many will provide free soft- 
ware with membership. I generally recommend this kind of ISP over any of the 
major online services if a local ISP or Internet BBS is unavailable in the user’s area. 


Local Internet service providers 


Local internet service providers represent the fastest-growing segment of the 
Internet service market, with new ISPs popping up daily. Most of these ISPs are 
completely homegrown, offering full Internet access to a limited local dialing 
area. The downside is that, as with all new business ventures, some are destined 
to fail. As a smaller enterprise, the local ISP might have fewer dial-up lines, result- 
ing in more busy signals, or a slower Internet connection, resulting in lower over- 
all performance. The upside is that these ISPs usually cost a mere fraction of a 
national ISP or major online service. Things to consider when choosing a local ISP 
include: 
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¢ What is the speed of the ISP's Internet connection? You'll want a local ISP with a 
T1 or better. An ISP with a 56 or 128 Kbps connection might also provide ade- 
quate service, as long as it doesn’t exceed the number of simultaneous users 
that its connection can handle. For example, an ISP with a 56 Kbps circuit that is 
supporting more than a couple dozen 28.8 user dial-up lines will have mediocre 
performance during peak hours. 


What level of support does the ISP provide? Some local ISPs are run out of the 
local PC store, and the owner may have very little knowledge of the Internet. 
Unless you are an Internet wizard, look for a local ISP that has well-trained and 
experienced support staff and, preferably, a customer support line with support 
hours that fit your usage times. 


Does the ISP include software? Most local ISPs include easy-to-use and easy- 
to-set-up Internet access software. If nothing else, it should be able to get you 
the software you'll need to access its service. 


Does the ISP offer short-term contracts and inexpensive start-up fees? Some local 
ISPs charge $50 or more just to get signed up or require a annual commitment. 
Remember, this is a very competitive marketplace. You should be able to find a 
local ISP that is willing to get you set up for $30 or less and let you join on a 
monthly basis. This way if the ISP doesn’t work out, you're not obligated for 
more than maybe one extra month of service. (Note: Some ISPs require a 30-day 
notice before canceling services.) 


BBSs as Internet service providers 
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Most of the Internet BBSs listed in this guide are also Internet service providers to 
users in the BBS’s local dialing area. Many offer full-blown Internet access, includ- 
ing SLIP and PPP, at prices comparable or less than local ISPs. Many of the Inter- 
net BBSs also offer some form of integrated access, where Internet features are 
built into many of the basic BBS services. Internet email, for example, is often fully 
integrated with local BBS email. 

The main advantage of using your local BBS for Internet access (aside from 
cost) is the friendly community spirit that comes at no extra charge. Most BBS 
sysops are also experts at customer support. Unlike many of the newly mush- 
rooming local ISPs, local BBSs often have years of experience with online users, 
and are more than willing to help the novice Internet explorer. In addition, BBS 
users are generally willing to help their fellow cyber-travellers; and BBSs provide 
a warm atmosphere for online user interaction. I’m often amazed at just how

helpful veteran BBSers are with new BBS users (newbies). Many new users often 
start out using the local BBS services before venturing out into the vast (and much 
more complicated) world of the Internet. 

Like local ISPs, features and performance vary greatly among BBSs with Inter- 
net access—so once again, you'll want to shop around. Fortunately, most BBSs 
offer free trial memberships so you can see if this is the kind of community you 
want join and if the Internet access meets your expectations and requirements. In 
general, Internet BBSs are a real bargain, providing a rich array of local services 
with Internet access often thrown in at no extra charge. 

A special Internet BBS area code index is provided in Appendix B to help you 
locate an Internet BBS in your local dialing area. 


How much does it cost? 


Depending upon your ISP, expect to pay between $10 and $50 a month for dial-up 
access to the Internet. Some ISPs will give you unlimited hours per month, while 
others will give you a limited number per day, per week, or per month and charge 
you for each hour above the defined limit. Many offer several plans or packages 
based on light, medium, or heavy usage. 

You need to be very aware of how much access you really need before you 
choose the plan that’s most economical for you. For example, some ISPs will offer 
unlimited access per month for $40, and break down the cost as “only 5 cents per 
hour!” which is great if you are on the Internet 24 hours a day. If you only use the 
Internet for four hours a month, the cost would really be a whopping $10 an hour. 
Chances are, the same ISP offers a smaller, limited hour plan for a lot less money 
per month, that would easily cover your four hours of actual need. My own ser- 
vice, for example, charges a flat fee of 50 cents per hour with no monthly charges 
at all, and time is purchased in advance. This is a great plan for people that use 
the Internet infrequently, or inconsistently per month. You could buy twenty 
hours worth of time for $10, and use the hours when ever you wanted, even over 
many months. However, for the heavy user, a $40 month plan with unlimited 
hours would cost considerably less. 

The best approach is to look closely at your own Internet usage. If your usage 
changes, most ISPs will allow you to change plans at any time without additional 
charges or penalties. If you don’t know yet how often you will use the Internet, 
try out a plan that doesn’t commit you to any long-term contract. Perhaps a flat 
per-hour schedule, where you are only charged for how much you use, would be 
a good starter plan. 
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Making a choice 
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The range of Internet costs within the same area often varies by 300% or more for 
comparable services. When shopping, be sure you are comparing apples to 
apples. Service levels vary: not all ISPs are built on the same technical or business 
foundation. For example, if you own a 28.8 modem, make sure the ISP supports 
28.8. Do you get a lot of busy signals trying to connect to your ISP? Make sure the 
ISP has enough phone lines in relation to the number of users it is supporting. 
Granted, you won’t usually know this until you get going with the ISP, so see if 
the ISP will give you some free time to try it out (most will, especially if asked). 
What is the ISP’s average downtime per month? Is there someone you can call if 
you have a problem? What time of day will you be using the Internet, and do 
prices vary based on time of day? Is the ISP accessible through a local phone num- 
ber? Always remember, new ISPs are springing up every day, so if your ISP isn’t 
working out, try another! 

Before starting up with an ISP, you should have some idea of what Internet fea- 
tures you want to use. If you are unsure, go with an ISP that provides a basic SLIP 
or PPP connection so you can try out some of everything. 

Check around, and you'll probably be surprised by services offered in your 
local dialing area. Are there any Internet BBSs that are a local call for you? If not, 
are there any local ISPs? The only time I recommend using a national service is 
when service is not provided locally. Local ISPs are usually the least expensive 
way to get on the Internet, and you'll be supporting you local economy as well. 
Connect locally, telnet globally!

Are you a newbie? 


There is a popular text file on Dragon Keep, newbies. txt, that was prepared 
some years ago by several members (Cyre, Galahad, and Asteroth—The Three 
TARDS). It is BBS satire at its best and has been only slightly altered for general 
consumption. 

NOTICE: This file is extremely biased and raw. If you don’t like it, don’t read it! 
Whatever you do, don’t complain to us about it. For your health and ours, you 
should try to restrict all bitching to less than ten minutes a day. ;) 


You know you're a newbie if...

...you have only been on for a week and you are level 24 in Kyrandia. 
...you call the sysop names in the chat cuz you don’t know who he is. 
...you think macros are neat. 


...you always use your macros three times in a row just so people know that they 


are macros. 


-.. YOU LEAVE THE CAPS LOCK KEY ON. 

...you Capitalize random Words In your sentences. 

...you press alt-h for help. 

...you actually press y when it asks you if you want to hangup. 
...you press +++ because someone said it would give you credits. 


...you press +++ and then can’t get back from command mode, then you try to 


redial the BBS and get ERROR. 


...you have a 14.4k modem and you can’t get it to work at speeds higher than 


2400. 


...you leave it at 2400 because it’s too hard to fix. 
...you think you are cool because you log on at 57600 which is faster than 38400. 


...you think you are the only one that gets 2000+ cps on downloads and therefore 


your modem is special. (Little did you know you were downloading uncom- 
pressed text files.) And you don’t wonder why everyone else hasn’t bought a 
modem like yours. 


...you have a Mac because it’s “easier to use and you don’t have to memorize all 


those hard commands like cd\ and dir.”
